PROGRESS OF THE THIRD 


CHINA WAR. 


ADVANCE UPON PEKING. 

The following telegrams were published in yosterday’s 
papers :— 

A telegram was received on Sunday afternoon from Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul at Marseilles, stating that it was reported from 
Hong Kong, on September 26, that the negotiations with the 
Chinese had not been brought to any satisfactory point, and that 
the Allied army had commenced its march upon Peking. 

The settlement of negotiations is delayed owing to the ques- 
tion of the money indemnity. The Allied troops are marching 
on Peking, where Sang-ko-lin-sin is reported to be present with 
alarge force. There is difficulty in providing carriage, as the 
coolies are deserting. Two thousand men protect Tien-tsin. 
Lord Elgin followed the troops on the 9th of September. 


The rebels are inactive at Shanghai. 
Trade is obstructed at Canton by the rebels, 


The Morning Post and Globe yesterday gave out as authentic, 
and backed up the same with leading articles to remove any 
doubts on the subject, that “peace had been concluded,” and 
that a telegram bad been received by Government from Sir 
Hope Grant, dated 26th Sept., to the effect that he was pre- 
paring to embark his forces. The fact of our latest dates from 
Hong Kong being only up to the 28th Sept. by the present mail, 
and that by the most rapid conveyance, advices could not be 
received from Tien-tsin under ten days, should have been suffi- 
cient for the writers of these statements, that the thing was 
simply impossible. It turns out now that the telegram from 
Sir Hope was an old one of Sept. 4. 
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OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT’S LETTER, 


TIEN-TSIN, Sept. 12, 1860. 

In continuation of my last I may add a few items :— 

THE ARMSTRONG GUNS. 

With reference to the performances of the Armstrong guns, 
they certainly have shown capacity for firing at long ranges 
with tolerable precision, but to suppose, as not improbably will 
be done by many at home, that the campaign on the Peiho has 
been in any way shortened through their agency, is a mistake. 
The very satisfactory results which have been attained are 
mainly owing to our overwhelming force of artillery, and to the 
cautious and judicious use made of it by Sir Hope Grant (in 
conjunction with Gencral Montauban, whose artillery was always 
in action in linc with ours)—and in saying that the same results 
would have been equally readily attained had the Armstrong 
batteries been common ficld artillery (such as Desborough’s 
or Stirling's batteries), I am writing the unprejudiced opinion 
ef one who has been a pretty close observer, and who, if he 
had a bias at all, it was one strongly in favour of the Armstrong 
guns. Ina word, these guns unquestionably have many advan- 
tages over guns of the ordinary description, but they would 
appear also to be not altogether free from defect, apparently 
being delicate weapons, requiring more dclicate handling, than 
probably can always be secured them in the excitement of quick 
firing in a-general action ; in proof of which I will merely men- 
tion the fact, that at the bombardment of the Taku forts on the 
21st of August one of these guns was disabled from one of the 
concussion shells bursting in the breech—the result simply of 
the slight jar it reccived on being introduced into the breech- 
loading chamber, prior to the cartridge being put in. This, 
however, it may be argued, is more a defect in the projectile 
than the gun, and could not occur if shells with the ordinary, 
time fuses were employed. 





THE CHINESE COOLIE CORPS. 
At a period when tke re-organisation of the Indian army is 
occupying so large a share of attention on the part of the legis- 
lature, and the difficulties found to be so great in replacing the 
old Sepoy army of Bengal, is it not worth while entertaining the 
possibility of making China an enlisting ficld for a force for 
Indian service, and it appears to me that a grave error will be 
committed if these men are disbanded without an effort being 
made to form those who are willing to take service as soldiers 
into an experimental Anglo Chinese Corps to be called—say— 
The Regiment of Hong Kong. This question of coolie enlist- 
ment is one stll worthy scrious considcration, more especially 
at a time when we have a prospect of having to expend annually 
some ahousands of English soldiers in garrisoning a country to 
the climate of which, from their habits, they are uncqual. The 
habits of the English soldier are those pre-eminently unsuited 
for a climate like India—he eats largely of animal food, con- 
sumes freely intoxicating liquors of the worst kind, and 
narcotiscs himself with the strongest forms of tobacco, 
dreads the sun, takes no exercise, and | swelters 'in 
a state of drowsy imbecility in his barrack-room during 
the greater portion of the day—the practical result of 
which is that in a short time he either dies, or has to be in- 
valided, and a vast expense entailed on the country in replacing 
men thus annually requiring removal from India, from causes 
more the result of vicious habits than climateric influences. The 
last thing, as a gencral rule, the English soldier thinks of in 
India is saving money—he only'does so when he cannot find an 
opportunity of spending it, and whea the opportunity comes 
what has accumulated usually all gocs in one grand bout of 
sensual enjoyment. With Chinamen, enlisted as soldiers and 
serving in India, I venture to predict that the chicf thing 
which would occupy their attention would be the saving of 
money—partly with the view of making remittances to their 
friends, gently looking forward to the time when their terms 
of argeement would expire, and they would be able to re- 
visit their native country with the accumulated proceeds 
of their frugality. This propensity on the part of the lower 
orders of the Chinese to save money operates powerfully 
* axiinst their giving way to those habits which act so injuriously 

on the contributions of English soldiers in the East, and in 
this I do not attempt to make out the lower orders of 
¢ in the mass to be less vicious than English soldiers 
T simply say that when carning dollors, from what- 
ever source these dollars come, they are much better up to 
taking cave of them than English soldiers as a general rule are, 


















and which chiefly result from the faculty of self-denial which: 
they appear to be more capable of exercising, under certain cir- 
cumstances, than English soldiers are. 

I will briefly allude to what appears to me to be the 
greatest paradox of this most paradoxical of wars. On the 
24th of August (three days after the fall of the Taku forts) news 
came up from Shanghai of the attack on the Chinese town 
by the rebels, and of its successful resistance by French and 
English troops—reinforcements of whom had been procured 
from Chusau —but as the rebels were still maintaining a threaten- 
ing aspect, further reinforcements were requested, without loss. 
of time, The 44th Regiment were forthwith embarked from. 
Tan-Koo at an hour's notice, and sailed at once for Shanghai in 
the York and Athletae transports, towed by the Impertriz and 
the Urgent steamers, and Governs battery of the Roysl Artil- 
lery was ordered to follow as soon as it could be put on board. 
Full particulars of the proceedings at Shangai will be found in 
the North of China Herald, and 1 will merely obsere that at the 
very time the French and English troops were storming the 
Taku forts and bayonetting the Imperial troops on the banks of” 
the Peiho, another body of the English and French troops were - 
mounted on the walls of the Imperial city of Shanghai, and side 
by side with the Chinese soldiers, were repelling the fierce onset . 
of the Emperor of China's rebellious subjects, with the Chinese 
Commander-in-Chief standing on one leg in extasies of delight 
at the fearful havoc which McIntyre’s howitzers of the Madras 
Artillery, were making amongst the rebels, 

The English Garrison at Shanghai at present consists of the 
44th Regiment, the Regiment of Loodiannah, the 11th Pun- 
jaubecs, 200 Marines, 1 Company of the 99th, 1 Company 19th 
Punjaubees, Govern’s Battery, and M'Intyre’s Battery of Golan- 
dauze Artillery. The detachments of the 99th, 19th Pun-- 
jaubecs and Madras Artillery, were brought over from Chusan 
on an emergency, and they will return immediately, owing to 
fears being entertained of the rebels attacking Ningpo, and then 
making a hostile movement across on Chusan. 


‘Trey-rsm, 12th Sept. 1860. 

The concluding part of my last informed you of the arrival of” 
Lord Elgin and Baron Gros at this place, and indeed everything 
looked coleur de rose for a settlement of all the difficulties I 
reported that Lord Elgin would proceed to Peking with a 
cavalry brigade as an escort, at once. A change soon came over 
tho spirit of the dream, and it does appear that the Chinese 
have been at their old cunning tricks again. After a delay of 
five days the special Commissioners, Kweiliaug and .Hung-fuh 
arrived, and matters seemed’to be progressing satisfactorily until 
the questions of indemnity arose; this was on the fourth day, 
when the Commissioners declared they could not consent, and 
must refer to Peking, &. This, with other appearances of 
trifling, induced Lord Elgin to end all negotiations abruptly, and. 
declare he would now only agree to the conditions of peace 
within the precincts of the Imperial Court, and that the condi- 
tions should receive the immediate consent of the Emperor, 
with the “ vermillion pencil.” 

Now, I have good reason for stating, that the Allied Generals 
had advised the Ambassadors, when they occupied Tien-tsin, 
that it would be desirable, if possible, after their brilliant success, 





so far, to proceed no further astan hostile army, and no doubt 
this consideration weighed with them, and induced them to wait 
the arrival of the Commissioners five days, and lose four more in 
discussion, It is a matter of surprise that Lord Elgin did not 
moot at once the question of indemnity, and thus have cut the- 
matter short ; indeed, it was expected, for in my last 1 advised 
you of a report that cight millions would be stipulated for, and. 
it was current that it had been agreed to. 

On the Sth Sept. the army was thereforo’ put in motion, 
leaving a garrison of about 2,000 men at Tien-tsin, and erders 
for those in the rear in the Peiho to follow on, leaving the 
Naval Brigades in charge of the Taku forts. Gun-boats, with 
stores and ammunition, have also been ordered to follow on ; 
in fact, everything has been put in trim for attacking Peking, 
and there is reason to fear that resistance is intended by the 
the ‘Imperial Court. If so, the misery and suffering of 
people will be truly grievous. The troops will encounter con. 
siderable difficultics which have, indecd, already commenced, 
the natives becoming less willing to work for us, as we approach 
the capital. Several of the hired coolies and mule-drivers 
haying decamped, how we are to get up the personnel Of our 
army I cannot see at present, but that it’s got to be done ig 
sufficient for British troops. It is intended to halt and recon. 
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noitre our position at Tung-chow, about ten miles from Peking, 
which place we hope to reach on the 18th Sept. 

Things were progressing so smoothly that the final distribu- 
tion of the troops had been determined on, and the following is 
stated to have been the arrangements: namely, that the Ist, 
2nd, 3rd, 60th, and 87th Regiments were to have been sent 
home forthwith ; that the 31st, with some artillery, were to 
have remained in garrison at the Tien-tsin forts, with the view 
of keeping the screw on until the terms of the Treaty were 
ratified ; and that, as a reserve, in case of any contingency 
occurring, the gallant 44th and 67th (the two infantry regi- 
ments that have borne, in conjunction with the Royal Marines, 
the brunt of the war) were to have been stationed near Chee- 
Foo, a town between the entrance to the Gulf of Pecheli and 
the Shantung Promontory, where a small French force was also 
‘to be yetained. These arrangements, of course, are now all 
altered, and it is quite impossible to speculate on what the 
consequences will be should the Emperor of China (in the 
event of such a person being found really to exist) adopt 
passive resistance, and make off into the interior on the 
approach of the army to Peking. Should such unfortu- 
natcly occur, it is difficult to see what are the elements 
out of which a better one is to be constructed—the rebels, 
or an Anglo-Gallican protectorate? It is a question the 
solution of which had better be avoided, if we possibly can. 

The hospital-ships at the Peiho are filling fast, and an hos- 
pital has been established at Tien-tsin, in which sixty patients 
had been admitted, and 120 more were expected in an hour, from 
amongst the troops that had marched towards Peking. Lieu- 
tenant Palliser of the Royals, Lieutenant Breedon of the Buffs, 
and Veterinary-surgeon Cleaveland of the Artillery, have died 
since the last mail left. 

(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
WITH THE FLEET OFF THE PETHO. 

A portion of the following letter, dated from off the Peiho, 
was written prior to the known reception between our Ambas- 
sadors and the Chinese Commissioners :—*“ Lord Elgin leaves for 
Peking on the 10th, he will take with him as an escort and 
guard of honour, 1,000 cavalry, 2 batteries of artillery, mounted 
as horse artillery, and 60 men with 6 officers (600 in all), from 
each infantry corps. Lord Elgin has had a very gorgeous chair 

f state made to travel, it will be transported by relays of coolies, 
for whom he has had made very handsome uniforms, with her 
Majesty’s cipher and the crown embroidered all over it. Admiral 
Hope is not going up, as he feels some delicacy in going, but he 
has sent Rear Admiral Jones to represent the navy, and we are 
all to have leave to visit Peking, after Lord Elgin has had his 
interview with his celestial Majesty. 

* The Chinese have consented to everything and anything. They 
are to pay over to us seven millions of tacls, which is two millions 

, and a quarter English, and the French have had the impudence 
fo ask the same to be paid to them. Canton is to be given up, 
and the factories rebuilt on a large wharf, built out into the 
river, which will be defended in the rear by a wide ditch and 
wall. Thc troops will be withdrawn from Tien-tsin in about six 
weeks time, and those left will occupy the Taku Forts ; the re- 
i mainder will winter at a place called Tangchow, about thirty 
{ miles westward of the French camp at Chefoo. The 3rd Buffs, 
* Ist Royals, and 87th Royal Irish, return to England, but what 
regiments garrison Taku Forts, I cannot say. It is said the 
67th and 44th who are recalled from Shanghai now the row is 
over there. The wounded are all doing well, several of the 
officers, who are chiefly of the 67th, go home invalided by this 
mnail, Chaplin, an ensign of 967th, is very badly wounded, he 
was carrying the colours, and bebaved most gallantly, having 
been the first on fthe walls at the assault. I believe he is re- 
commended for the Victoria Cross. Another, Lieut. Burstem, 
of 67th, is spoken highly of, he was badly wounded. The heat 
is excessive, and many fever cases showing in both services, 
The fleet arenearly all here, the Pioneer takes this mail down, 
the Actcon, Cruiser, Algerine, and Dove, are gone to complete 
the survey of this Gulf before the bad weather comes in, which 
will soon be now, A number of the transports, some 30, will 
‘de paid off at once. Fresh provisions of all kinds, capital fruits, 
and vegetables, are brought in readily now, and regular markets 
established near the camp, at a fixed tariff, ice also is to be had 
| in plenty. Underneath all the forts are large stores of it, The 
French aud English commission have been sitting in the Forts 
to divide the guns, stores, &., and the French now have the 
North Forts and we the South, The engineers are busily em- 













ployed undermining the forts, ready to destroy them when 
we do abandon them. The French will make but a poor show 
alongside our troops entering Peking, for our cavalry and artil- 
lery are in superb order in everything, and such fine men— 
their's miserably horsed and opposite ; as for their infantry they 
are still worse, and they have no cavalry only a few dirty look- 
ing orderlies, and yet you see they will take all the credit of 
everything to themselves. 

Since my last to you I have learnt why the Admiral only sent 
in four of our gunboats to attack on the morning of the 21st 
of August, it was because the French had only four to send in, 
and they did not like the idca of our having more than they had 
to do in the business. However, we beat them about the rocket 


boats, for they had more to send in, I only hope what-' 


ever we have to do in future, may be done without the French 
as we invariably have all the hard work to do, and they get all 
the credit. The arrangement of the ficet will be much the same 
as the army; some will winter here, some at Tangchow, and 
some gohome. Sampson, Fury, Inflevible, Highjlyer, Robuck, 
and Adventure, being amongst the first for England, Lieut. 
Symons, commanding H.M. steamer Coromandel, tender to the 
flag-ship of Admiral Hope, has received promotion, since the 
affair at the Taku Forts. 
A SUDDEN CHANGE. 

Sept, 13.—I wrote the foregoing some days before as I intended 
to try to go to Peking, but the whole face of affairs is altered, 
all negotiations broken off, and the whole army en rowe 
for Tangchow, ten miles from Peking. 

Tam glad it has so turned out, as now the treaty must be dono 
at Peking, and from our own camp, for there is no faith to be 
put in those rascally Chinese. The heavy sicge train goes up 
by water, on flat kind of barges, in charge of Capt. Dew, of 
the Encounter, and Capt. Barnard, of R. M. Artillery, with a 
party of seamen and marine artillery. Now I believe there is 
a canal communication from Ticn-tsin to Pcking, which they 
will be able to go up. Notwithstanding the beautiful weather 
we have had, low fever is very prevalent amongst the man-of- 
war particularly I put it down to the boat work they have 
had, as all the boats have been away from the ships for weeks 
now. There are no less than thirty fever cases on board this 
ship. 

FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT AT CHUSAN, 

A correspondent from this place writes :— 

The force left here to keep possession of the islandand guard 
the stores consists of about two hundred English, about the 
same number each of French, and Indian troops. Two or three 
small gun-boats are about in the vicinity taking pirates, con- 
veying despatches, &c, The French are engaging in the con- 
voying business on a small scale, and adopting other petty 
means for making a little money, much to the annoyance of 
the Chinese. . 

(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT AT HONG KONG.) 

Your corrtspondents at the Peiho will of course have advised 

you fully of the change from peace to war, aud of course the cor- 
responding effects are beirg felt here. Two vessels lately 
arrived from Bombay with horses were on the eve of returning 
when orders arrived from the North to send them forward to 
tho Peiho, which looks like making every preparation for further 
hostilities. The expense of this expedition will be something 
fearful—I believe we are at present spending half a million a 
month on transport alone. 
“ Our horse transport has proved a complete failure, the 
horses have died in the mud, like a second edition of 
Balacklava, and but for the wonderful energy and 
efficiency of the Chinese Coolie Corps, the whole 
expedition would have been at a standstill, for want of tho 
means of moving. Major Cooper, the Commandant of the 
Military Train, is blamed for the failure, and has been deprived 
of his command and sent to England by the last mail ; but the 
true cause of the failure has been the reckless way in which 
purchases of horses have becn made, the little care that has 
been taken of them, and consequently the utterly inetticient 
material that Major Cooper had given to him to organise & 
Land Transport Corps out of ; but in course of time about this 
plenty will come out. 

The Lammermuir, a beautiful clipper ship, has sailed for the 
Cape with 180 invalids, preceded by the Aipsom a few woeks 
before with about the same number, 

The Sanitarium at Kowloon that we have heard so much of, 
and on which it has been proposed to erect new hospitals and 
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barracks for the garrison of Hong Kong, has become unhealthy, 
and fever is reported to be rife amongst the European troops 
stationed there. The 99th Regiment was the one detailed for 
the garrisoning of Hong Kong and Kowloon, which latter it is 
our intention permanently to retain.

JAPAN. 
NAGASAKI, 

The following is the letter of our correspondent from this 
port, dated 22nd August, and excluded from our last owing to 
the want of space :— 

A great deal of serious inconvenience has of late been entailed 
upon the British and other merchants at Nagasaki, by the un- 
justifiable interference of the Custom-house authorities with 
various matters in which they have no right whatever to med- 
dle. Foreigners residing here are constantly obstructed in the 
most ordinary affairs of everyday life by the interference of the 
officials, and to such an extent is this inquisitorial system of 
supervision carried that we are harrassed by a perfect plague of 
Custom-house interpreters, whose daily visits to make imper- 
tinent inquiries and attempt ridiculous extortions, are an in- 
tolerable nuisance. 

The treaty, in one of its clauses, provides that British sub- 
jects resident in Japan shall be at liberty to hire natives of 
Japan to be their servants, or to perform any lawful services, 

_ But the Custom-house takes upon itself to abrogate this whole- 

some rule by prohibiting boatmen from towing foreign vessels 
in and out of the harbour, unless boats are hired from the 
Custom-house and a most disproportionate amount of remune- 
ration paid to one of the officials who styles himself “ boat 
master,” or something of that sort. The harbour being 
quite land-locked and surrounded by high hills, ships 
are often unable to move from their anchorage with- 
out some such assistance, being quite becalmed, 
although there may be a fine breeze blowing outside 
the mouth of the harbour at the same time. In conse- 
quence of this, two vessels out of every three that leave here 
require to be towed outside by boats, and notwithstanding con- 
stant remonstrances through the Consuls it is impossible to 
hire thom, except through the Custom-house, and then only by 
submitting to much trouble and delay. In numerous cases 
ships have suffered detention in this way ; and lately the Win- 
deck was kept 24 hours in port, the officials having not only 
forbidden the owners of the tow-boats to go off to her, when 
they were perfectly willing to do so, but absolutely refused to 
supply boats themselves, or to allow the ship to be towed out 
at all. 

The case of the Zempleman (particulars of which you will 
find in the minutes of Naval Court forwarded herewith). is 
one in which from the same causes arose much’ more serious 
results. ‘The boatmen in this case also would, if allowed, have 
willingly performed the services required of them, and would 
have been glad to have placcd their boats at the master’s dis- 
posal for the liberal payment offered. But they were not 
allowed to tow the vessel at all without a Custom-house official 
in charge, and in consequence of his misconduct she was 
stranded. There can be no mistake as to the meaning of the 
decision of the Naval Court—and yet no redress can be ob- 
tained. 

Another scrious cause for complaint is the reluctance of the 
Government to inflict proper punishment for theft and other 
offences, Robberies are of daily and nightly occurrence, ware- 
houses broken into and property stolen, not only at night but 
in broad daylight ; yet no steps are taken to check the evils, 
and although the officials declare that they punish thieves 
whenever they catch them, it is quite certain that robbing a 
foreigucr is looked upon as a venial offence, if not indeed as a 
meritorious and deserving achievement. 

The Custom-house itself—the focus in which are centred all 
our official relations with the Japanese Government here—is by 
no means behindhand in endeavouring to fleece us to the 
greatest possible extent. Although the Treaty estabishes a fixed 
rate at which dollars are to be received in paying duties, the 
officials have lately deliberately endeavoured to set this aside, 
and cestublish a rate which would defraud us to the extent of 
some 50 per cent. This having failed, they are now trying a 
similar extortion on a smaller scale, to which, of course, we 
Oppose a steady resistance, and are consequently always in hot 
water with the Customs, 








The representations that are constantly being made to 
H.BM.’s Consul on these and other grievances are destitute of 
any effect whatever ; and we have now to carry on business as 
well as we can under a complication of obstructions and diffi- 
culties that daily increase, the end of which we have almost 
ceased to look for or hope for. 

The following is the evidence given by Captain Balmanno, of 
the Zempleman, which vessel struck on a rock going out of the 
harbour :— 

“I was yesterday towed out of the anchorage by Japanese tow! 
having engaged them to tow me clear of the islands. The oficer in 
of them told me that was a second stage, and the men demanded more than 
the double fare—they asked $15, to which I consented ; however they 
stopped towing the ship about a mile this side of Paponberg, when she was 
drifting on shore, so set the foretopsail and wore the ship round. My only 
alternative was to run back into the anchorage, or work out, which I det er- 
mined to do as a breeze had sprung up. I was working out of the passage 
according to my Chart, with no danger marked near, except the Batracouts 
Rock, of which I was keeping well clear, when the ship struck. This was 
about noon. The Chart I used was Richard’s corrected Chart of Liebold'’s- 
Nagasaki Port, 1855, corrected to 1858.” 

The following is the award of the court :— 

“ Itis the opinion of the court that the ship Templeman struck upon s 
rock not marked or erroneously placed in the Chart—that there is no reason. 
to attribute negligence in the navigation of the ship; but there seems litle 
doubt that the calamity was entailed upon’ the ship by the misconduct of the 
towboats supplied by the Japanese officials. Signed, Geo. S. Morrison, con- 
sul; C. B. Templer, Lieut. 1.N., agent for Transports ; W. Dundas Clocte, 
master P and 0. 8.S. Cadiz.” 

A notification has becn issued by the Consul-General at Yedo 
in consequence of the complaints of the Japanese that foreigners 
had visited the Sacred City without right or permit. In the 
notification of Captain Vyse, the acting consul at Kanagawa, 
promulgating this for general information, he says:—One of 
these transgressions was commitced by the editor of the China 
Mail. 





CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

From Shanghai the latest news is the 19th instant. The in- 
surgents had looted all the vilages between Kading and Paoshun, 
and encamped at Nansza, Refugees had come to Shanghai, 
whose tails had been cut off by the rebels. Four rebel spies 
had beon exccuted at Shanghai on the 12th; they confessed 
their crime, and said that the looting party were only about 
1,500. On the 14th the insurgents were reported at Woo- 
sung; they are supposed to intend visiting the island of 
Tsung-ming, which is crowded with refugees. The rebels 
at Kading were said to be constantly corresponding with 
those at Tsing-poo, in hopes of effecting a union, but the 
latter cannot move from fear of the country people, 
who are in arms against them. They had planned an expedi- 
tion in foreign clothes as soon as they had united, which has 
not, of course, come off. The Taiping Wang at Nankin wanted 
funds badly, and had applied to the Chung Wang at Soochow, 
who in consequence ordered plundering partics to go about. 
The latter is reported to have been promoted by Tsien Wang, 
because he made friends with the foreigners at Shanghai and 
elsewhere. The local militia have got up a crusade against the 
inhabitants of San Chicu-li for siding with the rebels. The 
rebels at Sung-keang, after plundering and looting about the 
country, have taken Chang-yen-Cheu after some resistance. 
All about Shanghai gratitude is expressed for the repulse of 
the rebels by the foreigners, and @ monster vote of thanks is 
being got up to the Ambassadors. The insurgents have esta- 
blished a Custom-house at Soochow, taxing silks at 6 tacls per 
bale. 

NINGPO. 

A correspondent from this place writes ;—Ningpo at present 
is in a very disquieted state, in consequence of o recent large 
influx of piratical Cantonese. Some are dircct from Canton, 
and others are from Suchow, ripe for engaging in the same 
scenes of murder and pillage here that they were engaged in 
there. This city has no adequate force to oppose them hence 
is in constant jeopardy. At present, however, the Cantonese 
are quarrelling among themselves, several collisions having taken 
place in which lives were lost. 

The insurgents are making, of late, great headway against 
the imperial forces. They have firmly established themselves 
in Choo-chow, one of the ten ruling princes of the rising 
dynasty making that city his place of residence. It is now 
ascertaincd that their recent taking of Hangchow was a strata- 
gem to decoy the imperialists from which was closely beset, and 
and near being taken. The insurgents aro again about to try 
to retake Hangchow, which if they succeed in doing they will

original ideas with which they commenced their revolutionary 
operations. viz., the destruction of idolatry, and the institution

F00-cHOw-Foo. 

Dates from Foo-Chow are to the 20th Sept. A missionary 
had rented a house inside the city,zbut the Mandarins insisted 
on his withdrawing, as the treaty makes no mention of fo- 
reigners residing within the city, The British Consul has taken 
up the subject, and protested against such a narrow view of the 
treaty being taken. The native authorities have collected a 
fleet to prevent the Canton boatmen from going up to Foo-Chow. 

SWATOW. 

Dates are to the 13th Sept. Since the arrival there of the 
gunboat Weasel, a feeling of confidence had been experienced, 
There were still evident signs of hostility to foreigners, however. 
on the part of the natives. A proposed new site had been 
marked off for foreign residences by the Mandarin, but about 
2,000 men from Swatow turned out on the ground, and on the 
first favourable opportunity offering pulled up the stakes. A 
fresh placard had been also issued against the “undutiful bar- 
barians.” Foreigners cannot show themselves at Swatow with- 
out being stoned ; and persons landing on the North bank of the 
Han are subject, if they chance to meet a party of natives suffi- 
ciently strong, to be pelted back to their boats. The Taoutae 
shad left for Canton, to see the Governor-General Laou on the 
above subject. 





. HONG KONG. 

‘" The} Friend ‘of China was to be established in Canton by Mr. 
‘William Tarrant, on the Ist Oct. last. 

The Caldwell and Hong Kong Abuses Enquiry was still pro- 
‘ceeding, and would occupy many more sittings of the Council. 

An action had been tried by a native Indian firm against the 
-owners of the steamer Scotland—W. S. Lindsay and Co.—for non- 
delivery of cargo, on the ground of insufficient security for 
weight alleged by the captain’s agents, Messrs. Russell and Co. 
‘The Court ruled that the security offered was sufficient. The 
‘amount of damage sustained by the plaintiffs is about £1,000 
to £1,500. A new trial has been granted. 

We learn that the Portuguese concluded a commercial treaty 

[ with Japan on the 3rd August. It is signed by his Excellency

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA.—EXPORTS. 

Tea.—At Shanghai the settlements consist principally of Japan sorts, 
Settlements are reported of two chops of Ningchow congou at 33 taels ; 
2,000 chests Shanghai packed at 15 to 20 tacls. In green teas the market 
has beeu better supplied, but all have been purchased for the United States. 
These settlements comprise 6,000 half chests and 2,500 10 catty boxes 
Pingsuey and Hoochow tens, besides which 1,300 half chests Japan leaf 
have been taken. The stock for sale on the market is computed at 1,000 
packages Hoochow; 10,000 ditto Japan, and some Shanghai 
packed. There ate prospects of the new teas coming forward 
soon, the rebels having retired. At Foo-Chow-Poo there is a good supply of 
all descriptions, setltements have been 20,000 chests and ‘15,000 half chests 
of congou, at 15 to 22 for middling, up to 25 for Kysows. Souchong have 
been settled at 20 to 27, and Oolong, from 15 to 24, ‘The unsold stock left 
upon the market is stated at 65,000 chests of Congou (of which one-third are 
Hohows and Ningchows, which are held for extreme rates.) 5,000 chests 
Bouchong, 1,000 chests Flowery Pekoe, and 5,000 half chests Oolong, 
chiefly Foochow packed, At Canton, the rebels are intercepting supplice 
but a few chops of Ningchows would be placed on the market shortly. Four 
chops of which are reported to be settled at 28 taels. Green Teas —2,500 
boxes Gunpowder and Imperial at 22 a 24 taels, 300 balf chests Hyaon at 
27 taels, and 220 half chests Young Hyson at 22 taels.

$3.50 per pecul. Hemp is rather easier again, in consequence principally 
of the absence of tonnage available for the United States: the quotation is 
$4.18% per pecul for current quality. 

Imports.—There has been little doing and if, as expected, the bad 
weather that set in a few days ago should continue, purchasers will not care 
to increase their stocks, It will, however, be a long time before any direct 
importations are received though the Amistad from Singapore will bring up 
ome of the surplus stocks held there. No portion of the American goods 
ex Golden City have yet been placed. A few more, 2,000 pieces grey drills 
and sheeting, have been received per Mugi.

FRANCE. 

General de Montauban has, it is said, been named a senator 
as a reward for the skill he displayed in preparing and executing 
the attack on the Chinese positions. The modesty with which 
he speaks of himself in his official report is the subject of 
general remark, 

The Honiteur publishes a seoond series of decrees granting 
rewards for distinguished services in the late affairs in China, 
the recipients on this occasion belonging to the army. General 
of Brigade Collineau has been promoted to the rank of General 
of Division, and Colonels O'Malley and de Bentzman to that of 
Generals of Brigade ; a number of other promotions have been 
made from colonels down to sub-lieutenants. In the Legion of 
Honour there have been three promotions to the rank of com- 
mander, six to that of officer, and six:y-six nominations of 
knights. Among the last-named is the drummer Fachard, of 
the 102nd Regiment, whose gallant conduct was particularly 
mentioned in the official despatch of General Montauban. The 
list closes with the names of sixty-two non-commissioned officers 
and privates on whom the military medal has been conferred. 

T extract the following from the Lithographic Sheets :—

part the French troops performed in the signal victory gained on the banks 
of the Peiho, which opens the gates of Peking to English and French inte- 
rests. The Times, as usual, distinguishes itself by the abundance and clesr- 


It is a perfectly exact photograpby of the deeds and 
movements of the generals and soldiers.” 


Although the letter of the special correspondent of The 
Times has been principally quoted, or rather made use of, by 
the press here, I am happy to inform you that your correspon- 
dent’s letter and “plan of attack” has been much sought 
after, and the copies you sent your agent here, Mr. Fowler, were 
goon used, and no doubt you have had a demand for “more.” 

The latest advices from Shanghai (states the Patrie of the 
7th), announce that Kwei-Liang, Advising Mandarin to the 
Imperial Cabinet, and Hang-fou, Viceroy of the province of 
Cheb-li, the Commissioners Extraordinary, appointed by the 
court of Peking to carry on negotiations for a Treaty of Peace 
with the Ambassadors of France and England, arrived at Tien 
tsin on the 6th September, We are assured that by the last 
accounts the treaty had been signed in that town, and that the 
exchange of the ratifications would take place in the very capital 
of China, according to special ceremonial, which was to be the 
object of a separate negotiation and convention. 





HOLLAND. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amsrerpam, Nov 6. 
“ Since my last letter the time and attention of the Second 
Chamber bas been much devoted to the affairs of the East India 
Colonies. Your readers will recollect that during the month of 
May last the Chamber passed resolutions affirming that the 
regulation of the sugar contracts at Java should be settled by a 
law on the subject. To this measure the Colonial Minister was 
strongly opposed, declaring that he did not feel himself bound 
in any way by their vote, and that he should continue to act in 
the affair without the co-operation of the States General. This 
he has done, and the royal decree has been executed in the East 
Indies and the sugar contracts renewed according to the plan 
laid down by the Minister, The Chamber then appointed 
commission of five of its members to examine further, 
put when they presented their report it was signed by only 
three of them. Notwithstanding this irregularity, the Chamber 
passed a fresh resolution by 34 votes to 8, confirming their 
previous conclusions of the 11th of May, against which M. 
Rochussen, the Colonial Minister, again entered his formal pro- 
test, alleging, moreover, that as the contracts have been re- 
newed, it would be unwise and indeed impossible to disturb 
them now. 

The Netherlands Trading Company have chartered the Dutch 
frigate-built ship Bilderdyk, Captain Loeschen, to convey 69 
soldiers in the steerage, and 11 officers as cabin passengers to 
Java. 

By the last mail copies of a little work were received here, 
printed at Sourabaya, and entitled “The Second Boni Cam- 
paign,” which is deserving of notice, as it is published for a 
charitable purpose, the profits arising from the sale being des- 

tined for the relief of the widows and orphans of the crew 
of the Dutch war-steamer Onrusi, which vessel, it will be re- 
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— 
membered, was treacherously overpowered by the natives, and 
the officers and crew savagely butchered. 

A letter from Harderwyk states that a detachment of foreign 
recruits for the E. I. army has been sent to the depot of the 
2nd Regiment at Gonda to receive their equipment, after 
which they will be sent to Flushing and incorporated with the 
field and service companies of that regiment, to learn their drill 
and military duties previous to embarking for their destination. 

I am enabled to inform you that the King has signed a 
decree by which the Recruiting-office hitherto existing’ at 
Biberick, on the Rhine (in the Duchy of Nassau), and conducted 
by Colonel Scharten, is definitively closed and given up, it being 
the intention of Government, after the late melancholy expe- 
rience how little these foreign mercenaries are to be trusted, to 
alter the system of filling up vacancies in the E. J. army, and no 
longer to enlist promiscuously any ragamuffins who may offer 
themselves, The safety of the colonies and the dignity of the 
Dutch standard alike render such a proceeding indispensably 
necessary. 

The steam-corvette Reteh, Lieut. de Kock, has received orders 
to leave Niew Deep for her destination (the East India station) 
on the 10th inst. 

Nothing daunted by the ill-success attending the ministerial 
liberal reform of the tariff of last session, which passed the First 
Chamber, but was thrown out by the Lower House, the Govern- 
ment has verified the promise held out in the late opening 
speech from the Throne, and again submitted the modified tariff 
to the Second Chamber for their approbation. Great credit is 
due to the Cabinet for their untiring exertions in the cause of 
free trade, and it is tg be hoped they will not be disheartened 
by the clamour of the ignorant and prejudiced, but continue the 
good fight of a liberal and enlightened commercial policy against 
the benighted and antiquated system of protection and privileged 
monopolies. 

‘According to the proposed alterations, the import duty on 
raw articles is to be abolished altogether, that on half-manufao- 
tured articles reduced to 23 per cent, and on manufactures it 
is not to exceed 6 per cent. ad valorem. The protective duty 
on earthenware, glass, and woollen manufactures is to cease by 
degrees, being reduced for the first year to 10 per cent, for the 
second to 8 per cent, for the third to 7 per cent., for the fourth 
to 6 per cent., and finally for the fifth year and for the future 5 
per cent. The import duty on all descriptions of grain is pro- 
posed to be 14 florin per last of about 10 quarters, whilst that 
on tea—as an article of luxury—is to be raised to 25 florins per 
100 Ibs. 

An important feature in the new tariff is that all articles not 
specially enumerated are to be imported duty free, among which 
the following will be included :—chemicals, drugs, dyeing mate- 
rials, borax, camphor, dried ginger, &c. é 

The duty on exports is to be abolished, with the exception of 
three articles—bones, rags, and cattle. The Minister of Finances 
estimates that the duties levied according to the new tariff 
will produce 146,398 florins more than hitherto. 





UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
New York, Oct. 23. 

It is designed to establish a regular line of clipper ships be- 
tweon New York and Kanagawa, Japan. The chief promoter of 
this line is R. H. Gallaber, » merchant of New York, having @ 
house in Japan. The first ship was announced to sail at an 
early day, between twenty and thirty passengers, and nearly one 
thousand tons of freight, consisting of machinery, frame houees, 
and assorted merchandise, having been secured for transporta- 
tion on her outward voyage. Among other things depended on 
for a return cargo is a quantity of Japanese seed wheat, which 
has been ordered and is said to be of a superior quality. 


AMERICAN DIPLOMACY IN CHINA. 


(From the New York Times of Oct. 20). a 

‘A special correspondent of the London Times, who accompanies the British 
in their China expedition, has sent home a long letter enumerating the 
causes thatled to the present war, and upholding the course that the Allies 
have thought proper to pursue in their dispute with the Celestial Emperor. 
‘We can hardly ask the Times correspondent to jndorse the peaceful diplo- 
macy of the United States while he is under obligations to justity the very 
opposite policy of his own Government, But we have certainly # right to 
expect that a correspondent placed in #0 responsible a situation would at 
least steer clear of deliberate misrepresentation. Hoe says, in regard to Mr. 
‘Ward's visit to Peking, about a year ago, that—. . . - «., Thisisall 
incorrect, and widely different {rom Mr. Ward’s own verion of his journey 
to Peking. It differs, too, very materially from the accounts published at 
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————— 
the time in British journals. Every possible respect was shown the American 
envoy while in the Chinese capital, and the arrangements for his visit were 
made under an Imperial order. It is trae that his movements were closely 
watched, but proper allowances should be made for Chinese prejudices and 
exclusiveness, and for the fact that Mr. Ward had only recently parted 
from the British and French Ambassadors, then at open war with the 
empire. Mr. Ward, after the Anglo-French force had been repulsed 
on the Pejho, took a practical and business-like view of his position. 
Finding that he could not pass Taku, he applied to the Government of China 
to give him access to Peking ; and tne request was granted. American 
diplomacy, up to this time has effected much more in China than the arms 
of France and England combined ; and while the independent attitude of 
the American minister has obtained for him the confidence of the Chinese on 
the one hand, and the Anglo-French farty on the other, that same attitude 
will enable him, when the proper time arrives, to mediate between the belli- 
gerents, and save unnecessary bloodshed. The position of the American mi- 
nister could not be more honourable than it is, and as the favoured nation

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

There has been a fair business in East India goods during the week, but 
at irregular prices for most descriptions. Teas have not been active, yet 
Prices have been eustained. Spices have been steady, with sales toa fair 
extent, Indigo and Java coffee have been without change of moment. 

Txa.—The public sale held on the 16th inst. was well attended, and the 
lots brought full prices, There was nothing of moment doing at private 
sale, Another auction sale was held on the 19th inst.,and with a very 
large attendance. The greens were all sold at slightly improved prices ; 
Dlacks also brought full rates, no Oolongs being sold below 38c. At private 
there is nothing of moment doing. An invoice of 10,000lbs. fine Japanese 
Oolong, per Urania, via Shanghai, the first and only parcel of fine quality 
ever received here from that country, has been disposed of on terms not 
made public. 

Covrez.—The market has remained firm. The sales have embraced 
2,000 packets Java at Boston, 16c., with some lots in bags here at 164c., 
and 100 bags Ceylon, at 144c. ‘The stock embraces 550 mats and 750 bags. 

Hexp.—The market was steady, but not active. The sales at Boston 
have embraced 500 bales Manila, at 6c., and 600 ditto Jute, at $92. 50c. 
to $95. 

fevion ns market is quiet. About 40 to 50 cases Manila have been 
sold at 65¢c. to 85c., and 15 chests Bengal sold on private terms.

Is our War with the Tartars or the Chinese ? 
Smith, Elder, and Co., 65, Cornhill. 

There are not perhaps many of the opinions in this pamphlet 
which we should be prepared to endorse, but we are neverthe- 
less bound to welcome it as a clear and forcible statement of 
the views of an able and, we are well assured, an honest writer, 
There is no possibility of mistaking Mr. Scarth’s meaning— 
neither his policy nor his style is enigmatical. He has, right or 
wrong—what few men seem to have on questions relating to 
China—precise and definite notions ; and he tells us, without 
circumlocution, the policy he would have us pursue. The sub- 
stance of the pamphlet is indicated by the question with which 
we are met, almost at its commencement. “ Docs it not appear 
strange,” asks Mr. Scarth, “that the efforts of British diplo- 
macy have becn dirccted to uphold the present Tartar dynasty 
of China ?”—Possibly it may ; but we are not quite sure that 
we should be pursuing a much wiser course were we “ to up- 
hold” the rebels, We are not yet, we confess, altogether satis- 
fied of what Mr. Scarth terms “the righteousness of their 
cause.” In other words, we do, unfortunately, doubt their 
Christianity.’ We ave convinced that our only safe policy, 
as between the Tartar dynasty and the Tai-ping revolu- 
tionists, is strict neutrality. Our relations with neither of 
these contending Powers are at present very satisfactory, and we 
shall have enough to do without either assisting the Emperor to 
exterminate the rebels, or the Tai-ping insurgents to overthrow 
the Tartar dynasty. The pamphlet before us contains many 
fearless and sensible remarks on the opinions Lord Elgin is 
known to entertain respecting this revolutionary movement, as 
well as on the policy formerly pursued by his lordship under 
the influence of his “ advisers-in-chief” Messrs. Wade and Lay. 
It contains, moreover, some truths which we hope are as deeply 
impressed on the minds of Lord Elgin and Baron Gros as they 
undoubtedly are on the mind of Mr. Scarth,

Papge axD Racs 1x Curna.—From a paper by Dr. Macgowan, in the 
Technologist, we extract the following :— The graceful and useful bamboo 
is the source of paper supply in China. The paper made from its culms is 
sufficient to meet the demands of the Chinese. It is, for the most part, of 
8 quality unfit for European books and newspapers. In some places the 
article is manufactured with such care as to answer even for foreign writing 
paper. The Anglo-Chinese newspapers, however, find it best to import their 
material from England. The paper mulberry also contributes to the paper 
demand in China, and so does rice-straw. Do you ask what becomes of the 
cast-off, or rather fallen-off garments of the uncounted millions of China? 
The world of letters can derive no aid from Chinese rags, until leather be- 
comes more abundant in that country. Crispin claims them all for soles ; the 
shoes of China have soles an inch thick, formed of suitably-prepared rags, 
faced with a thin strip of leather.” 

Tux Coote Trapa.—A meeting of the Court of Policy at Demerara 
was held on the 24th ult. In a report of the Auditor-general on the trans- 
actions of the Immigration Loan Commissioners, it was stated that during 
the season there had been fifteen arrivals of Coolie transports, with 4,786 
immigrants, at a cost of $232,528 42c. Of these people seventy-one died in 
hospital, six were still there under treatment, thirteen orphan children had 
been either placed with their relatives or sent to the Orphan Asylum, and 
the remaining 4,696 had been sent to the estates. On its becomirg known 
that hostilities with China had been determined on, the rates of passage- 
money rose immediately. For the twelfth vessel taken up an agent in Cal- 
cutta paid £12, but for the remaining three he had to pay at the rate of £14 
for each statute adult, thus causing an additional outlay of $18,313 42c. for 
the same. 

Inpienation at THs Wak.—A correspondent of the Aforning Star, 
signing himself Prederie Rennard, says :—Permit me to say that I concar in 
every line you have written in condemnation of the iniquitous Chinese war, 
and have read, with feelings of disgust, the article in The Times, in which 
the writer seems to gloat with delight over the power which the Armstrong 
gun gives of carrying certain destruction to so many human creatures, our 
brethren, to whom we ought to have carried messages of peace, mercy, and 
goodwill, instead of murder, rapine, and robbery. It makes one’s blood 
boil with indignation to read such atrocious articles as those in The Times. 
To be consistent the writer ought to praise the acts of such criminals ag 
Mullins and Rush for their bloodthirsty propensities, 

Taz Rep Sea Kaiway.—It is said to be the intention of the Egyptian 
Government to carry the railway from Suez along the African shore of the 
Red Sea, as far as a point closely adjoining Cape Guardefui, which would be 
within a short steaming distance of Aden. The coast is said to be a dead 
sandy level nearly the whole distance, offering no impediments whatever to 
the laying down of rails, of which the work would almost entirely consist, 
and as any amount of forced labour could be brought to bear upon the under- 
taking by the Pacha, it would not take Jong to complete. When this project is 
carried out, the overland journey will be shortened by five days ; the dauger 
of the Red Sea navigation will be avoided ; passengers will escape the 
worst part of the voyage, and the P. and O. Company will save the great 
cost entailed by the present necessity for keeping up a coal depot at Suez,

My Lord,—I have the honour to enclose translations of three despatches 
which I have received from the Governor-General of this province, with a 
copy of my reply. 

The rapidity with which these miasives succeed each other is evidence of 
the desire of the Chinese authorities to arrest our military operations. It 
was not in my power to reply with corresponding celerity, because I thought 
it right before 89 doing to confer, not only with Vice Admiral Hope, who 
ison the spot, but also with Lieut, General Sir Hope Grant, at the head- 
quarters of the army, and with Baron Gros, whose residence is at the an- 
chorage in the Gulf. No reference is made in these despatches to the de- 
mands conveyed in Mr. Bruce's ultimatum. Jt is, of course, impossible to 
listen to overtures which are marked by eo siznificant an omission, More- 
over, T think it important, af:er all that has occurred, that the occupation of 
the Peiho forts by our military force, and the opening up of the river ta 
Tien-tsin, should precede any serious negotiations for the re-establishment of 
peace; and with this view I have deemed it my duty to signify to the com- 
mander-in-chief my anxious desire that they will expedite to the utmost their 
measures for effecting these objects—I have, &c.,

Whereas the Powers along the sens that trade with, or while they trade

HANG, GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF CHIH LI, &c., MAKES & COMMUNICATION. 


On the 28th inst. (August 14), the Governor-General, as the records show, 
‘wrote to apprise the British minister that he had had the honour to receive 
an Imperial decree to the effect that his Majesty had appointed a high ofticer 
to await in the capital the arrival of the British minister to confer with him 
and settle matters. The officer sent in with this, on his return, reported that 
a white flag was flying in the British camp, showing a desire for the suspen- 
sion of hostilities (or indicating an intention to suspend hostilities). Evidence 
80 complete of the British minister's desire to maintain friendly relations un- 
broken is extremely gratifying. Although it was not the Governor-General 
who negotiated the treaty of the Sth year (1858) with the British minister, 
still as his Majesty bas been so good as to appoint a minister to await the 
British minister's arrival in the capital, negotiations could at once be entered 
on, It willdoubtless be right, however, now that pence is solidly established 
between the two nations, that arms should be laid aside for evermore. As 
goon as the Governor-General shall receive the British minister's reply, he 
will send an officer to learn what day it will suit him to fix for an interview 
at which everything may be discussed.

The undersigned, the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, her Britannic Ma- 
jesty’s.

General announces, first, the appointment of a high officer, who is to await

T have the honour to inform your lordship that I arrived last night at this 
lace. My despatches enclose translations of several communications which 
have received from the Chinese functionaries, A perusal of these various 
documents will, I think, satisfy your lordship that the Emperor of China 
desires peace, although he has not quite.yet made up his mind to concede 
all that I'am instructed to demand. His reluctance to do so will, no doubt, 
be surmounted in due time. Vice Admiral Hope and Lientenant-General 
Sir H. Grant have exerted themselves to the utmost to prevent the calami- 
ties of war from falling with severity on the peaceable inhabitants of the 
country, This course is recommended by policy as well as by humanity, for 
here, as in other parts of China, the people, when unmolested, prove to be 
the most useful purveyors for the wants of the army. ‘The cavalry brigade, 
consisting of two squadrons of King's Dragoon Guards, and Fane's and 
Probyn’s horse, with Stirling's 6-pounder battery, have just arrived. They 
performed the journey from Peiho to this place by land. Mr, Wade, who, 
at my request, accompanied them, reports that their march has been most 
prosperous; that the people, though greatly alarmed at their appearance, 
took heart when they found that they were not maltreated, and offered 
readily for sale such supplies asthe country effords, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Hope Grant has found a suitable encampment for them in the vicinity of the 
town. The persons (gentry of this place) who were appointed to procure 
supplies for Sang Kolinsin’s army have, at Mr, Parkes’s instance, under- 
taken to perform that service for us, I have, &c..

My Lord,—I have the honour to make the following repert to your lord 
ship of particulars which have come under my notice during the proceedings 
of the last three days. ‘ at 
After quitting your lordship on the morning of the 23rd instant, I joined 
Admiral Hope, who proceeded up the Peiho in his tender, the Coromandel, 
accompanied by a division of five gunboats. At half-past 2 p.u. the forts 
of Shwang-keang were passed, and found to be deserted, The people of the 
various villages on the banks of the river tumed out to look at the steamers 
as they passed along, and far from evineing any feeling of hostility, gave 
proof of their goodwill in hauling, entirely of their own accord, at the haw- 
sers or ropes that had occasionally to be landed, and also in bringing fresh 
fruit and vegetables to the boats that were sent ashore on this service. At 
7 p.m. our small squadron anchored ata point ten miles below ‘lien-tsin, and 
I had an opportunity of conversing with a number of respectable persons 
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who represented themselves as a deputation sent by the people of the city to 
pay their respects to the Allied commanders. Prom them I learned that the 
authorities entertained no idea of defending the extensive works recently 
thrown up by Sang Kolinsin for the defence of Tien-tsin, and that both 
garrison and guns had been withdrawn. That Sang Kolinsin himeelf had 
passed by the place the previous day (or within twenty-four hours of his 
abandonment of the Southern Peiho forts), but only with a small body of 
‘one or two hundred jaded horsemen, and that he himself was too dispirited 
to enter the city. The Viceroy, Hang-Fuh, they suid, had aleo arrived from 
Pak this day at noon, Admiral Hope having determined, upon receipt of 
this intelligence, to occupy Tien-tsin with the small force he had with him, 
the gunboats pushed on the following morning, and having landed parties of 
marines at the two forts which command the approsch to Tien-tsin, arrived 
off the city about 9 a.m. Several subordinate officers came off with polite 
‘messages irom their superiors, in reply to which the admiral requested the 
‘Viceroy to come himself to the Coromandel. His Excellency complied 
without hesitation, and was accompanied by langke and Wantsenen, the 
officers commissioned by the Emperor to escort your lordship to 
Peking. Admiral Hope informed them that they must consider 
Tien-tsin to be in possession of the allied forces; that the people 
J would be scrupulously protected, and the civil authorities allowed to remain 
in the exercise of their functions, and he showed them a proclamation which 
| I had prepared by his direction for the purpose of apprising the people of this 
-change in their position, The Viceroy and his companions made an inef- 
fectual attempt to induce Admiral Hope to regard them as the governors of 
the city, but a reference made by them to Canton led the Admiral to ob- 
serve that the situation of the two citiesand of their respective native autho- 
rities must be considered parallel. W! this interview was proceeding a 
party of marines had taken possession of, and hoisted the English and 
French flags on the east gate of the city, and the above-mentioned proclama- 
tion was posted in the same public thoroughfare. The Admiral having de- 
sired me to remain at Tien-tsin and to act with Capt. M‘Cleverty as occasion 
might require, I proceeded to inform myself of the condition of the city. 
Having found out the temporary residence of the Viceroy and Commissioners, 
T had a long and friendly conversation with them on the position of affairs, 
my object being to make it plain to them that the Chinese Government had 
‘it in their power to arrest the progress of hostilities—hostilities which they, 
by their faithless acts, had entirely brought upon themselves, by agree 
ing unconditionally to the terms of your lordship’s letter to the Vice- 
roy of the 17th inst., and that delay in doing so was full of peril to them. 
The Viceroy told me that he had forwarded that letter to Peking the 
momeut he had received it, but no further instructions had reached him 
onthe subject. I pointed out that, during the short intervening period, all 
the Taku forts and Tien-tsin had fallen, and that our army was now on the 
march, remarks which led them to offer many personal assurances of their 
wish for the restoration of peace, &c. Having knowledge that a committee 
of supply had been formed by Sang Kolinsin, at Tien-tsin, to assist him in 
his operations, I requested the Viceroy to direct the native gentry who com- 
pose this committee to act as a board for the supply of our troops with fresh 
provisions, and, before the evening had closed in, I had the satisfaction of 
arranging with several members of this committee the manner in which 
large supplies of bullocks, sheep, fruit, and vegetables were to be brought in 
for our use. The following morning, the 25th, the first supply of provisions 
-that had beer ordered was punctually delivered, and the committce rendered 
me further assistance in a search which I then made for suitable quarters for 
your lordship, and undertook the repair of another building which may be 
required for the public service. At an interview which I had with the Com- 
missioner Hangke, he showed me an Imperial edict, dated the previous day 
(24th), appointing Kwei-leang and Hang Fuh (the Viceroy) to be Imperial 
commissioners for the transaction of business with your lordship, and order- 
ing the former to travel by post to Tien-tsin. I spent the greater part of 
thu day in visiting many of the streets of the city, and the country around 
it; and wherever I went, although I was unaccompanied by any guard, the 
people received me in a very friendly manner, and evinced but little alarm at 
the new state of things, I observed that women were being taken out of the 
-city ; but bullocks, droves of sheep, forage, &c., were being brought in, and 
most of the shops remain open. At one place, Peitsang, five mies from 
Tien-tsin, 300 or 400 of the villagers set themselves willingly to work, by 
my desire, to clear out some granaries which I thought might be required 
for the accommodation of our troops. I have noticed that the Viceroy has 
removed from the streets, as I requested him to do, the recent hostile pro- 
clamations of Sang Kolinsin. But one met my notice, issued only six days 
j ago, in which the people are informed that the Allies have been defeated, 
" and we are now suing for peace, and that therefore the people need not be 
» alarmed, nor remove from the city. This morning I again had occasion to 
see the Commissioner Hangke, and he showed me an Imperial edict depriv- 
ing Sung Kolinsin of his three-eyed peacock’s feather, his honorary position 
in the body guard, and his command in chief of the Manchoo-bordered blue 

banner, The'edict characterises the above as a “light punishment,”

French Head-quarters, Tan-koo, Peiho River, 
‘August 25, 1860. 

My Lord,—I have honour to inform your lordship that the Allied forces 
-are in possession of the Peiho forts, and that the river is now open to Tien- 
tain, whither it is the intention of the commanders in chief to proceed imme- 
diately, each with 1,000 men and a battery of artillery. The remainder of 
the Allied forces to move up to some eligible ground within about sixteen miles 
of Tien-tsin, In consequence of the heavy rains, the troops were unable to 
leave Pehtang until the morning of the 12th of August, when a force of 
2,000 French and English, with two batteries of artillery, marched along 
the causeway to attack the Chinese entrenched camps, situated about five 
smiles from Pehtang. General Janvrin’s division followed. Sir Robert Na- 
pier's division previously moved to the right by a sort of cross road, which 
‘was supposed eventually to diverge towards the same direction, On arriving 
within range of the firat camp, the artillery opened, and soon drove the 
‘Tartar cavalry, &c., out of it, The same with the second. Whilst this was 
Boing on, a large body of Tartar cavalry came down, and actually rode 
within two hundred yards of Sir Robert Napier’s artillery, ‘The infantry 








opened fire, our cavalry charged, and dispersed them, causing them consider 
able loss. General de Montauban then marched a force with artillery along 
a causeway, to attack what appeared to be a large entrenched camp close to 
the River Peiho, but upon opening fire, found that nothing could be effected. 
from the cawseway, the ground on either side being impracticable; he 
sounded the retreat, and encamped his force on the ground between the 
two entrenched camps taken in the morning. Monday was employed in 
building bridges, &c., over the various creeks, On Tuesday morning a division 
of each force, with its artillery, the Knglish to the right and the French to the 
left, marched to the attack of theentrenched camp above-mentioned. Theartil- 
lery opened, and approaching to within 400 yards, silenced the fire of the Chinese 
guns ; the infantry with difficulty crossed two big ditches, scaled the walls, and 
captured the camp and villages of Tungko, Sit R. Napier took up his 
quarters in the place with his division, The French marched back to their 
camp. The losses in killed and wounded were slight on the part of the 
Allies, the total not exceeding 20. On the 15th inst., the Emperor's fete 
day, salutes were fired. The time was employed tll the 18th in getting up 
provisions, building various bridges, the tide constantly flooding the whole 
country, and in fixing upon a spot for one to be built over the Peiho, where 
the French engincer, having crossed the river with two companies of Chas- 
seurs to reconnoitre the ground on the other side, was attacked by the Tartar 
cavalry, and afire of gingalls, &c., opened upon him. The Uhasseurs drove 
away the cavalry, and more troops having crossed the river the Chinese with- 
drew. The construction of the bridge immediately commenced. 

Sunday and Monday nights were employed by Sir Robert Napier in 
throwing up batteries, &c., and on Tuesday, the 21st, about five a.m, @ force 
of 1,000 English and 1,000 French, with all the heavy guns which could be 
brought up, commenced the attack of the forts. ‘Ihe Chinese were the first 
to open fire. The firing of our artillery, English and French, was excellent, 
and goon told with great effect upon the fort, a powder magazine inside of 
which was blown up. The besieged made a most determined resistance, 
and it was not till after two hours’ heavy cannonading that the infantry 
was ordered toadvanee, Nothing could surpass the desperation with which 
the besieged fought, every description of missile being brought to bear upon 
the attacking parties. Atlength, after a very prolonged resistance, the Eng- 
lish and French succeeded in getting a footing in different parts of the fort, 
each much about the same time, and the Allied flags were planted upon 
the top of the cavalier in the fort. The Chinese commander-in-chief, 
a relation of Sang Kolinsin was killed in this fort, the whole of 
which was strewed with the bodies of the dead and dying, The French 
loss in the attack was about 130 killed and wounded, and the English 
about 200, The gunboats, during the attack upon this fort, fired at long 
range upon the North Fort nearest the mouth of the river, in order tocreate 
adiversion. They also succeeded in blowing up a magazine in that fort. 
During the time given to rest the men, after gaining possession of the fort, a 
flag of truce was sent from the other side of the river, but as it was merely 
bringing a letter for Lord Elgin, and the object appeared to be to gain time, 
the order for the attack of the Lower North Fort was given at 2pm. To 
our surprise we approached without a shot being fired, and having crossed, 
with great difficulty the various ditches, &c., entered, no resistance being 
made by about 1,500 men, whom we found in the fort. It soon became evi- 
dent, from the appearance of the Great South Fort opposite, that it had been 
evacuated ; a small force was despatched across the river to occupy it. No 
sooner had we entered the Lower North Fort, than a tremendous storm came 
on, which soon rendered the whole country impassable for heavy artillery, 
and would have prevented our carrying on operations for some days had they 
not luckily been just in time brought to a conclusion, During the night the 
navy removed the various barriers at the entrance of the river, and at day- 
light the English admiral, accompanied by several gunboats, ascended the 
river as far as the village of Tangken, and the day before yesterday some of 
them were sent on to ‘lien-tsin. ‘Thus in one day we got possession of all 
the forts, The prisoners taken were all set free, and some of our troops 
have already commenced their march upon ‘Tien-tsin by land ; 2,000 French 
and Rnglish have also started for that place in gunboats. Tien-tsin, I hear, 
has been made over to us by the Chinese authorities. I am happy to inform 
your lordship that in ail the intercourse which has taken place between the 
allied commanders-in-chief, departments, &c., the utmost cordiality has pre- 
vailed, and has mainly contributed to produce the happy results wiich I have 
herewith briefly brought to your lordship’s notice.—1 have, &c.,

Mr. Sceretary Herbert has received two despatches with en- 
closures, of which the following are copies, addressed to him 
by Lieut, General Sir J. Hope Grant, ICC.B., commanding tho 
forces in China :— 

Head-quarters, Tangku, August 24. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that the Allied forces were unable to 
leave Pehtang until the 12th August, on account of the very heavy rain, 
which had made the country almost impassable. On that morning, however, 
the troops marched according to the following dispositions, namely, the 2nd 
division of infantry, an Armstrong battery, a rocket battery, Madras sappers, 
and the cavalry brigade, with three 6-pounders. The whole, under Major- 
General Sir Robert Napier, struck off to the right of the road leading from 
Pehtang to Sinho, for the purpose of turning the left of the Tartar position. 
This column experienced the greatest difficulty in getting through the deep 
heavy ground, which extended ‘or more than two miles out of Pehtang, and 
considerably delayed the departure of the main column, under Sir John 
Michel, which moved along the causeway leading directly from Pehtang to 
Sinho, and which was composed as follows, namely, the 1st infantry brigade, 
a company of Royal Engineers, an Armstrong battery, 1,0U0 French in- 
fantry, and a French battery, all under Brigadier Staveley. This was 
followed by the 2nd infantry brigade, two 9-pounder batteries, and a rocket 
battery, succeeded by the main column of the French, On approaching the

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We have perused with deep interest the clear and unaffected 
official despatches of Admiral Hope and Sir Hope Grant, which 
will be found in another part of the present impression. 
From these various statements we learn enough to justify the 
warmest admiration of the judgment and military genius of 
the English Commander-in-Chief and of the discipline and 
bravery of the allied troops. The fame of our heroes is not in 
this courtry very long lived ; still we are not likely to forget, at 
any rate for a year or two, the heroism of such men as Lieut. 
Rogers and Ensign Chaplin. We shall, however, avail ourselves 
of another opportunity of referring to the more general fea- 
tures of the campaign, our object at present being to point 
out a circumstance which is but too likely to escape in Eng- 
land general recognition—we mean the courage and endurance 
of the Chinese coolies. We are informed that the English and 
French Coolie Corps, by their cool bravery under a heavy fire, 
called forth universal admiration from the allied armies. 

The French employed their coolies in removing t wounded, 
and in the still more dangerous duty of carrying th scaling- 
ladders to the assault, We are told that no troops in the world 
could have performed these duties with greater steadiness, 
alacrity, and coolness ; and it is with regret we learn that a 
considerable number of them were killed and wounded while so 
employed. When the assault was first attempted the only 
means of crossing the water defences was by the use of the 
light bamboo scaling-ladders of the French, thrown across as 
bridges, with planks laid upon them, to facilitate walking. 
‘When the troops attempted to cross them they were found too 
weak in the centre to bear their weight, and the coolies jumped 
into the water, well nigh up to their necks, and supported the 
ladders on their shoulders, and thus enabled the French and 
English storming parties to get across, Though we did not 
employ our coolics at the same dangerous work, still their 
dutics were not unattended with risk. They were constantly 
under fire while removing the wounded and carrying ammuni- 

tion to the front ; and it appears that_nothing could exceed th 





cool indifference they showed to danger. They seemed to take 
great interest in the bombardment, and when the place was 
taken they were seen clapping their hand with unfeigned [ 
delight. 

The experience of this campaign has demonstrated the great 
physical endurance of the race, their docility, and amenability 
to discipline, combined with much intelligence and with indis- « 
putable courage. Some 4,000 of these men will return to 
Hong Kong with the expedition, accustomed to British rule, 
and to associatior with British soldiers—and above all, with 
a full confidence in the honour and. financial integrity of the 
British service—the all-important point in securing a good and 
faithful servant in John Chinaman. : 

We are informed that the opinions of Major Temple, who 
has so ably organised and superintended the Coolie Corps, as 
well as of the English officers who are connected with it, is 
highly favourable to the capacity of the coolies for making effi- ' 
cient infantry soldiers, They are all now partially drilled, and ‘ 
they have shown great aptitude in learning the few military 
manquvres hitherto taught them. From the peculiar nature 
of their weapon, the bamboo pole (to which they owe their 
sobriquet of the “Bamboo Rifle Brigade”), it has not hitherto 
been deemed necessary to extend to them a knowledge of the: 
manual and platoon exercise, though there is no doubt they 
would very speedily acquire it. It is, we venture to say, matter 
for consideration whether it would not be desirable to organise 
permanently a Chinese Coolie Corps. 

Our readers may be disposed to consider this point as not 
altogether relevant to the subject under our notice ; viz. the 
present aspect of the China War. It would, however, be easy 
to show that, from a due appreciation of the Chinese element. 
in our own army, we may come to a more correct estimate of 
them as anation, At present it is abundantly evident that we 
do not understand them. When the last mail arrived we 
sang our song of triumph. Every one agreed that, if the. 
enemy had fought well, the allies had fought still better ; that, 
in short, the Chinese were quite satisfied with the lesson we 
had given them, and were once again “willing to treat.” In 
another part of our impression it will be seen that the nego- 
tiations came to an untimely end and on the 8th of Septem- 
ber our army had moved [forward in the direction of 
Peking. The Tartar Government has, it seems, adhered to its 
old tactics. They surpass all rival Governments east or west 
in aptitude at learning the great official lesson, “how not to do- 
it.” Every possible chance of evading the negotiations has 
doubtless been tried. For ourselves, we are not sorry that they 
were broken off at Tien-tsin, because, as we have before inti- 
mated, we feel assured that the war will reach a speedier and 
more satisfactory termination by the appearance of the Ambas- 
sadors at Peking, not with a mere “cavalry escort,” but with 
the whole of the expeditionary force- There is, in truth, 
every reason to believe that before the end of September the 
allied armies had reached Peking, What the Ambassors have 
effected there the next mail will probably tell us. A new treaty 
has, we may venture to predict, ere this been signed with “ma- 
terial guarantees” for its fulfilment. 

None of the accounts to hand make any mention of the 
American or Russian Ambassadors. Have they gone to Peking 
by way of Pehtang as in 1858 ? 


SARAWAK. 

In reference to the late affair at Muka, between Governor 
Edwardes, of Labuan, who is, in the absence of Mr. St. John, 
acting as Consul General in Borneo ; and the Sarawak Govern- 
ment, noticed in our last, we find the following explanation in 
the Singapore Standard. The matter has been taken up by all 
the papers. Mr. St. John, as also Sir James Brooke, as noticed 
in our last, proceed by the next mail :— 

“ Some months ago, Mr. St. John, her Majesty’s Consul General in Bomeo, 
visited Sarawak, and having inquired into the charges against Serib Masa- 
hore, he was sativfied that the Serib was the instigator of the murder of 
Mesera. Fox and Steele, and a conspirator of a most dangerous character. Ho 
therefore addressed a letter to the Sultan of Bruni in his official capacity, re- 
commending the surrender of Serib Masahore, that he might take his trial 
before the Courts of Sarawak, This letter was forwarded through Mr. 
Edwardes, and, it is asserted, was withheld by him. In June last the 
Sarawak Government sent to Mr, Edwardes, in his capacity of Acting Con- 
sul General, what was considered ample prima facie evidence of the guilt of 
the Serib, and requested him to obtain his arrest and surrender. Mr, 
Edwardes having heard the statement of this man and his followers, told the 
Sultan that he believed him to be innocent, and recommended that he be not 
given up. The Serib thus whitewashed, returned to Muka, where he made 
his appearance just about the same time with the steamer Victoria, and gave 
out that she had come down to support him. 
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THE MEDICAL PROFESSION IN JAPAN. 

“ For more than two years past a Dutch medical officer—Mr. 
Pompe van Meerdervoort—has been placed at the head of a Ja- 
panese native school of medicine at Nagaski, where his indefa- 
tigable zeal in the cause of humanity has been crowned with the 
most brilliant success. The Netherlands Medical Journal con- 
tains an interesting account of the progress in the science of 
medicine making in Japan, from which we translate the follow- 
ing extract :— 

“The Imperial Japanese Medical School at Nagasaki contains at present 
82 students, admitted to the establishment after having previously acquired a 
sufficient knowledge of the Dutch language to prosecute their studies with 
success, A great many of these pupils, who are all about 25 years of age, 
live in the establishment, under the domestic and disciplinary direction of the 
‘Imperial chief officer of health, Mats Motto Lyoo Zoon, who has greatly dis- 
tinguished himself by his scientific attainments, and appears destined in a 
short time to be placed at the head of the Medical Department in Japan. 
‘These medical pupils apply themselves to learning the profession with great 
apie and energy, and have already made rapid progress. It appears to be 

e intention of the Japanese Government to employ them by-and-bye in 
instructing their fellow-countrymen, as the future establishment of a large 
college at Jeddo is seriously contemplated, but for obvious reasons it is as 
yet too early to execute this philanthropic design. 

“ Besides these measures for promoting the knowledge of medicine and 
surgery in Japan, other useful improvements have been introduced on the re- 
presentation and by the practice of our Dutch medical men out there. Among 
others it may be mentioned that vaccination is no longer objected to by the 
mass of the people, more than 1,200 persons having been vaccinated by Mr. 
Pompe himself, and several thousands more by his pupils, with good success. 
At Sanga, the capital of the district of To-sen, a hospital is in course of con- 
struction, and nearly completed, being erected from the plans and drawings 
made by Mr. Pompe; though he has not yet been able to inspect it per- 
sonally, as there is some difficulty in obtaining permission to go into that 
district not yet overcome. He hopes further to be enabled to establish a 

| achool of clinical surgery at Nagasaki. During the period that the cholera 
raged s0 severely at that town in July and August last year, as well as in 
1858, Mr. Pompe was of great use in lending the aid of his practical assist- 
ance and valuable medical knowledge to the relief of numerous patients.” 

There remains still one great difficulty to overcome in the 
religion of the Japanese, which is opposed to the principle of 
opening and dissecting corpses, by which the practical study of 
anatomy has been hitherto inaccessible to the young students, 
Mr. Pompe has repeatedly, but fruitlessly, made representations 
to the Government on the importance of this branch of his 
profession ; but at length the ice has been broken by the praise- 
worthy zeal of his pupils themselves, and at their urgent peti- 

{ tion the governor of Nagasaki granted them for anatomical pur- 

" poses the body of a malefactor condemned to be beheaded a 
short time since. This time the execution did not take place 
publicly, as is usual in Japan, but in the court of the prison, in 
order to avoid any display of outraged popular feeling, and the 
better to have the subject secretly conveyed to the dissecting 
room. 


“ Outside the town, aud on 2 cliff overlooking the sea, a spot had been 
granted on which Mr. Pompe had a temporary room erected and fitted up 
the purpose intended, as well as could be done in the hurry of the mo- 
ment. The operation of dissecting was performed by Mr. Pompe, and 
attended by twenty-one students of the Imperial Japanese school, and 
twenty-four Japanese native medical men residing and practising at Nagasaki. 
It lasted from early morning till the shades of evening descended and prompted 
him to lay aside the dissecting knife, but not till most of the young men bad 
in their turn had an opportunity of trying their hande at different operations 
and amputations. On the following day the work was continued, but not 
without some difficulty, as the Japanese laws and religious customs require 
the body of a decapitated criminal to be buried on the day of execution, 
But here again progress triumphed, for the students, proceeding all together 
to the governor, were so importunate that he yielded at length to their re- 
quest, and permitted the innovation.” 


NON. TREATY RESIDENTS IN JAPAN. 

Among the matters omitted in our last, owing to the long de- 
tails of the operations on the Peiho, was a notification published 
by the British Consul, Capt. Vyse, at Kanagawa, a copy of which 
we append :-— 

It having been duly represented to her Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary 

/ and Minister Plenipotentiary in Japan, that the Japanese Government denies 
the right of any forcigner, not a subject of a Treaty Power, landing in Japan 
(with the exception of such Chinese as take up their residence at Nagasaki 
‘under the jurisdiction of the native authorities, by virtue of ancient privileges). 
‘The undersigned is instructed publicly to notify for the information of all con- 
cerned, that any shipmaster giving passage to such foreigners, will be com- 
filled to take them away ogain ; and any attempt to land them will subject 

im to further penalties for, breach of treaty. 
. G. Howazp Vysz, H.B.M.’s Consul, Kanagawa. 

Besides Great Britain, we believe the United States, Holland, 
France, and Russia, are the only Powers that have treaties : 
while Portugal—through the Governor of Macao it was re- 
ported by last mail—has just concluded one, and a Prussian 
mission for that purpose is also on its way, if this Power will 
also act on behalf of the Free Hanseatic towns, We are not 





aware but it should be so, as their shipping, compared with 
that of other Continental States, is more numerous in the China 
Seas than any other ; in fact, of 294 merchant vesscls in the 
China Sea, as per overland China mail of 12th September last, 
49 were American, 23 Hamburg and Bremen, 15 French, 12 
Siamese, 10 Dutch, 6 Danish, 6 Sweden and Norwegian, 5 
Spanish, 3 Oldenburg, 3 Portuguese, 2 Prussian, 2 Russian, 2 
Peruvian, 2 Austrian, 2 Italian, 2 South American, 1 Nation- 
ality not stated, making 145 vessels, leaving 149 vessels for the 
British flag. No doubt Japan will soon receive missions from 
other maritime states, for the purpose of making treaties. Had 
Commodore Perry understood Sir Henry Pottinger, he would 
have saved the Japanese and others a great deal of work and 
expense: on the other hand, it may have its good points by 
forcing every State to come forward and to act for themselves. 
Besides this, we hope the Japanese Government will insist that 
every Power, concluding a treaty of commerce with them, shall 
appoint responsible consuls or agents, in which demand we 
have no doubt they will be assisted by him who was our 
“most able” consul in China, and now in Yedo, 


THE CAPTURE OF THE TAKU FORTS. 
PLAN OF ATTACK. 


‘We repeat in the present number the description, published 
in our last, of the operations of the Allies in the Peiho, in- 
tended to accompany the “Plan of Attack.” 


Puan No. 1.—A and B are houses and fort on the north bank 
of the Pehtang Ho, Cis the town of Pehtang, D is the fort defend— 
ing the entrance to the river on the south, E is the point in the 
mud where the troops landed on the Ist August, F is a house that 
was used by the Tartar cavalry as # picket-house during our 
occupation of Peh-tang, dotted line G is the route taken by Sir 
Robert Napier’s division, H shows the route of the cavalry 
brigade, J with the dotted line represents the road followed by 
the First Division and the French, K is a road leading to the 
fortified town of Tang-Koo, L is a cavalry entrenchment, with 
fortified wall, M a strong field-work of considerable extent de- 
fending N (the town of Sin-Ho), O is a Tartar cavalry camp 
with permanent buildings and defences, P is the plain where 
the English first division met the cavalry brigade and second 
division after the capture of the entrenchments and town of 
Sin-Ho, 

Puan No. 2.—A, Sin-Ho, B is where the English army en- 
camped on the night of the 13th August, prior to marching at 
daylight on Tan-kvo ; C, high road between Sin-ho and Tan-koo; 
D and E, forts on south bank of Peiho ; F, fortifications of Tan- 
koo; G, town of Tan-koo ; H, I and K, towns of See-koo, Takoo, 
and Tun-koo; L and M, great forts on southern entrance to 
Peiho ; N and 0, i forts on north bank of river; P, staked 
barriers in mouth of river; Q, deep mud inverting shore ; R, 
course taken by the troops that stormed the fort on the 21st 
August ; S, line of attack of theallies ; T, bridge of junks across 
Peiho, constructed for passage of army to south bank ; U, vil- 
lage on south bank, taken by the French on the 17th August ; 
V, the Peiho; W, high road from Peh-tang to Tan-koo ; Y, line 
of march taken by the French on the 14th August ; X, route 
followed by the English to Tan-koo, the batterics D and E being 
engaged and silenced on the way. 





Captam Howarp Vysx, Vice-Coxsun ar Kaxacawa.—In The Times 
of the 9th April some statements appeared on the official conduct of this 
gentleman, who has sent the following to The Times :—“ As regards his ob- 
servations upon the manner in which I perform my public duties, I have 
only to say that I am not responsible to ‘C.’ or anyone except my superiors 
in office. If they think me unfit for my post they have the power of re- 
moving me. But I believe I may safely assert that they will admit that, 
whatever my deficiencies may be, I have done my best to uphold the 
honour of my country in the opinion of the Japanese, to vindicate the rights 
of British subjects, and in my own person to maintain the character of an 
English gentleman, To the anonymous writer of personalities the latter will 
probably be considered a poor qualification."4 

Proposep Attsrarions 1v THe Mart Servicr.—Mr. Riddell, the Di- 
rector-general of the Post-office in India, has’ proposed a scheme for starting 
all the mails for India via|Bombay, once a-week. No provision is made in the 
scheme for the countries East of India. It is not likely that the change will 
be adopted.

extrenched camp, the Tartar cavalry moved rapidly down to attack Sir 
Robert Napier, who was at this time two and a-half miles off, on my right 
flank, His report of that part of the engagement I beg toenclose, Sir 
John Michel’s division deployed at the same time in front of the enemy’s 
works, and opened with Lieutennt-Colonel Desborough’s 9-pounders, a 
French battery being on the left, together with a French and an English 
rocket battery. These guns kept upsuch a heavy fire that the Tartars were 
tapable to resist long, and they abandoned their works, being closely 
followed into their second entrenched line at Sinho, which they were unable 
to defend, and fled to Tangku. I enclose Sir J. Michel's report 
of this affair. The enemy’s foree was composed principally of 
cavalry, and numbered about 400 men. At Sinho I was joined by 
Sir R. Napier's division, and the cavalry, who had cut up a good number of 
the Tartar horsemen. The loss of the Chinese was about 100 men. On 
the 13th I reconnoitred the ground along the banks of the Peiho leading 
to Tangku, and found it tolerably firm, though intersected with creeks and 
ditches. I ordered these to be bridged during the night, and on the morn- 
ing of the 14th an allied force moved from Sinho towards Tangku, keeping 
their right flank on the bank of the river. The English part of the force 
consisted of the Ist infantry division under Sir John Michel, and the artil- 
lery as per margin,* which formed one grand battery under Brigadier Ge- 
neral Crofton, R.A. On arriving within a mile of Tangku, a battery and 
some junks on the right bank were silenced by two Armstrongs and two 
9-pounder guns ; and a party of sailors who had been brought up for the 
purpose croased the river and burned the junks, The whole of the artillery 
was then advanced to within 600 yards of the entrenchment, and opened a 
heavy fire on the walls: two French batteries deployed on our left ; the 
enemy replying with ten or twelve guns and a brisk fire of gingalls and 

locks, The artillery gradually advanced to within 350 yards, and the 
enemy's guns being silenced a breach was commenced, when a passage across 
the double wet ditch was discovered at the river's edge by the 60th Rifles, 
and an entrance was effected, the Chinese retiring with great precipitancy. 
Atthe same time the French advanced with great gallantry and entered by 
the main gate, which had been partially broken in by the artillery fire. The 
garrison of Tangku retreated, some into the north forts and some across the 
Fiver to Tangku. I am happy to say that our losses in these two engaze- 
iments were very slight, owing to the enemy being completely paralrsed by 
the superior fire of our artillery. Forty-five guns were captured in Tangku, 
My thanks are due to Major Generals Sir John Michel and Sir R. Napier, 
commanding divisions (the former had a horse killed under him on the 14th), 
also to Brigadier General Crofton, commanding Royal Artillery, and Briga- 
dier Pattle, commanding the cavalry, for the able way in which they ex- 
excised their respective commands ; and the whole of the officers and soldiers 
acquitted themselves to my satisfaction. I beg to enclose a list of casual

Head-quarters, Tangku, Aug. 24. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that after the capture of Tangku, on the 
Ath instant, I commenced bringing up siege guns and ammunition from Peb- 
tang, with a view to the reduction of the uppermost fort on the left bank of 
the Peiho, distant about two miles from Tangku. 

The ground upon which it was necessary to advance was mostly of a 
very difficult nature, and intersected with broad and deep canals used in the 

_ Manufacture of salt, 

I placed Major General Sir B. Napier in charge of the advance, his divi- 
tion being quartered in Tangku. Under his superintendence bridges were 
thrown over these ditches and canals by Lieutenant Colonel Mann, command- 
ing Royal Engineers ; and heavy guns, as per margin,+ with a good supply 
of ammunition having been brought into Tangku, the 67th Regiment and au 
Armatrong battery were pushed forward on the evening of the 19th, to 
within 2,000 yards, to cover the working parties making roads, bridges, &c. 
On the 20th, the road was made practicable to within $U0 yards of the fort. 
batteries were traced, and the heavy guns were brought out ready to place 
in position by daybreak on the following day. The Chinese opened fire 
during the day, aud were replied to by Captain Milward’s Armstrong guns 
86 2,000 yards, range with good effect, and the firing gradually ceased. 

During the night batteries were constructed for the heavy guns and 
Mortars, and for one field battery, also for two 8-inch guns, which were 
brought up by great exertions from Pehtang during the night ; and the whole 
were placed in position by daybreak on the 21st August. 

It had been arranged with the admirals that the gunboats should cross the 
bar that morning, and should engage the outer north fort, and the flank of 
the outer south fort, at the same time that the attack on the inner north fort 
‘was commenced by the land forces. 

At five a.m., however, the Chinese opened fire upon the troops from all 
their forts within range, and we were thus forced to reply an hour earlier 
than had been intended. 

‘The artillery was disposed as follows:—a French 24-pounder battery of 
six pieces, one English 8-inch gun, and two Armstrongs, played on the 
inner south fort to keep down the fire; they might otherwise have poured 
on our right flank. Two Armstrong guns and two 9-pounders fired from 
‘Tangku across the river at an entrenchment which flanked the French right ; 
three 8-inch mortars were in the centre at 600 yards, range, and to their left 
rear an Armstrong battery, two 32-pounder guns, and two 8-inch howitzer-, 
all of which played on the fort we were attacking. In addition to this, two 
S-pounder guns, four 24-pounder howitzers, the remaining two Armstrong 
guns, and a rocket battery were placed in the open ground about 800 yards 
in front of the fort. 

The storming party of infantry consisted of a wing of the 44th, under 
Lieut-Colonel MacMahon, and a wing of the 67th, under Lieut.-Colonel 
‘Thomas, supported by the other wings of those two regiments, and the 
Royal Mariues under Lieut-Colonel Gascoigne. A detachment of Royal 
Marines under Lieut.-Colonel ‘Travers carried a pontoon bridge for crossing 
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the wet ditches, and Major Graham, R.E., conducted the assault, Tho 


whole were commanded by Brigadier Reeves, 

The fire of the artillery was most effective, the guns of the fort (of which 
many were of very large calibre) were speedily silenced, and at about 7 a.x 
the magazine blew up with a terrific explosion. A few minutes later the 
magazine in the outer north fort was also exploded by a shell from the gan 
boats. 

‘The field guns were all advanced to within 500 yards of the fort, and re- 
doubled their efforts. 

The fire of the forts having almost entirely ceased, » breach was com- 
menced near the gate, and a portion of the storming party was advanced to 
within 30 yards to open a musketry fire, the French infantry being on the 
right, the Knglish on the left. 

The fire of our artillery being thus partially compelled to slacken, the 
enemy emerged from their cover, and opened a heavy fire of musketry om 
our troops. ; 

The French, under General Collineau, immediately pushed on to the sa- 
lient next the river, crossed the wet ditches in the most gallant manner, and 
established themselves on the berm, from whence they endeavoured to esca- 
lade the walls; this, however, they were unable to elfect, from the vigorous 
resistance of the Chinese. 

The efforts of the sappers to lay down the pontoon bridge were unavailing ; 
no lets than fifteen of the men carrying it being knocked over in one instant, 
and one of the pontocns destroyed. 

At this juncture Sir R. Napier caused the two howitzers of Captain Go- 
vin's battery to be brought up to within fifty yards of the gate, in order 
more speedily to create a breach, and a space sufficient to admit one man 
had just been made, when our storming party (now joined by the head- 
quarters’ wing of the G7th, under Colonel Knox), who had partly erossed by 
the French bridge and partly swam over, forced their way in by single file 
in the most gallant manner, Lieutenant Rogers, 44th Regiment, and Liente~ 
naut Burslem, 67th Regiment, being the first to enter, when they assisted in 
the regimental colours of the 67th, carried by Ensign Chaplin, who first 
planted them on the breach (assisted by Private Lan, 67th Regiment), and 
subsequently on the cavalier, which he was the first to mount. At the 
same moment the French effected their entrance, and the garrison was driven. 
back step by step, and hurled pell-mell through the embrasures on the oppo 
site side. 

Here the same obstacles which had impeded our advance obstructed their 
retreat ; in addition to two wet ditches and two belts of pointed bamboo 
stakes, there was swampy ground and a third ditch and bank. 

The storming parties opened a destructive fire on them from the cavalier, 
and this was enhanced by the cannister fire of Captain Govan’s guns, 
which had been moved to the left of the fort for this purpose. 

The ground outside the fort was literally strewn with the enemy's dead 
and wounded ; three of the Chinese were impaled on the stakes. A few 
fogitives reached the outer north fort, which opened fire to cover their re- 
treat, and was answered by the Armstrong guns with good effect, 

About an hour after this the whole of the forts on both sides of the river 
hauled down their war banners and hoisted flags of truce. General Mon- 
tauban and I sent each an officer to ask their meaning, and summon them to 
surrender, but they only received an evasive and insolent reply, and were 
defied to come on to the attack. 

Accordingly two fresh regiments, the Srd Buffs and the 8th Punjab In 
fantry, having been brought up, I advanced to attack the outer north fort. 
Two 8-inch guns were placed in position against it ; the other siege guns 
could not be brought up.* The field batteries were placed at S00 yards” 
range on an arc encircling the left and front, the French guns on our right. 
Not a shot was fired by the enemy, and the allied infantry pushed on, 
crossed the ditches, and scaled the walls without meeting any opposition ; 
the garrison of 2,000 men being made prisoners, 

‘This fort was stronger than the first. They are all constructed on the 
same plan, being redoubts with a thick rampart heavily armed with guns 
and wall-pieces, and having a high cavalier facing senwards, the guns of 
which were all turned in towards us; they have two unforduble wet ditches, 
between which and the parapet sharp bam!oo stakes were thickly planted, 
forming two belts, each about 15 feet wide, round the fort, an abattis en- 
circling the whole, and further covered by pieces of water, which force an 
advance to be made only on a narrow front, 

Towards evening the garrisons of the south forts were observed to be 
evacuating them, and detachments of English and French were passed over 
in ships’ boats, and occupied them, There is not now the trace of an enemy 
near us, and the whole of the forts and entrenched camps are in our hands, 
containing about 400 guns, many of which are of very large calibre. 

Is is ditticult to account for the confusion and uncertainty which seemed 
to pervade the enemy when the first fort fell ; but it now appears that the 
general in command was killed, and the second in command either killed or 
missing ; and the confusion caused by this, together with the severe lesson 
received in the first fort, rendered them incapable or unwilling of further 
resistance, 

I cannot conclude this despatch without expressing my sense of the very 
valuable services of Major-General Sir Robert Nupier, who conducted the 
attack, and whose assistance has becn most useful. 

The service of the artillery under Brigadier-General Crofton was most ex- 
cellent ; its effects I have already described. 

‘The engineering operations were conducted by Lieut.-Colonel Mann ; and 
lastly, L must bring to notice the gallant conduct of the storming party, 
which was commanded by Brigadier Reeves, who, himself severely wounded 
in three places, did not quit the field until he had conducted his men into 
the fort, 

‘The wounded were removed as soon as possible into Tangku, where every” 
arrangement for their temporary reception wus made by Dr, Muir, the prin- 
cipal medical officer, 

Many ,others, both officers and soldiers, behaved in a manner deserving 
of being mentioned; bat want of time does not permit me treat of it in 
this despatch, and on a future occasion I shall do myself the honour of bring- 
ing their names to your notice,

Head-Quarters, 1st Division, Camp near Sin-ho, Aug. 24, 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that, in obedience to the orders of 
his Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, the first division, under my com- 
mand, marched from Pehtang about half-past ten 4.x. on the 12th inst. 

On reaching the enemy's second picquet-house, which is about 900 
yards from their entrenched position, skirmishers of the 1st Royals were 
sent to the left, and some of the 31st to the right, and shortly after- 
wards Colonel Barry's battery of Armstrong guns, and Captain Martin's 
battery of 9-pounders (the whole under the command of Captain Desborough), 
opened fire on the enemy’s entrenchment at a distance of about 800 
yards, After a cannonade of 25 minutes the enemy’s cavalry Were seen 
moving to their leit from the entrenchments, 

The guns then advanced to within 500 yards, and played on the enemy's 
Position, as also on the cavalry who were moving to their right. The fire 
of two Armstrong guns quickly dispersed their cavalry, and in a fow 
minutes the advance was] sounded, and the enemy's position found to be 
abandoned. 

The enemy now retired to the entrenched village of Sin-ho, but Sir 
Robert Napier’s division having turned their left, the cavalry of the 
enemy, in large numbers, escaped behind this village towards the Peiho forts. 

The Armstrong guns, at a range of from 2,000 to 2,500 yards, made good 
practice on the fugitives. 

This engagement having been entirely that of artillery, only one man of 
the division was wounded.—I have, &c.,

Sir,—I have the honour to report, for the information of his Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief, the result of the operations of the force under my 
command, employed in the advance from Pehtang, and the attack of the 
Tartar post at the Sin-ho entrenchment, 

‘The troops left their billets at 4 a... of the 12th inst., and moved out in 
the following order :— 

An advanced guard of 200 men of the 3rd Buffs, withltwo Armstrong 
guns of Milward’s Battery, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Sargent, 
3rd Buffs. 

4 Anmstrong guns, Milward’s Battery. 

28rd Company Royal Engineers, 

3rd Butis, 

8th Regiment Punjab Infantry. 

44th Regiment 

Rolton's Rocket Battery, 

Royal Marines. 

‘Madras Sappers and Miners, 

Right Wing 67th Regiment. 

Reserve Ammunition.

‘The head of the column moved at four A.x., but though two days’ hard 
work had been devoted to repairing the roads, the deep;tenacious mud rendered 
them so difficult, that it was not till balf-past seven that the rear of the 
column cleared the gate of Pebtang. 

According to his Mxcellency’s instructions, the force above enumerated 
struck off from the causeway by atrack to the right, at half a mile from 
Pehtang. The Commander-in- Chief was himself a witness of the extreme 
difficulties which had to be overcome in extricating the troops from the 
inundated town of Pehtang, and advancing them through the deep mud, in 
which gun-wheels frequently were imbedded axle-deep. It cost two hours’ 
hard labour to the troops to traverse the first two miles. 

Tadvanced by brigades, in line of contiguous columns at quarter distance, 
my front covered by the advanced guard of two hundred of the 8rd Butfs 
and Milward’s battery, under command of Lieutenant-Uolonel Sargent, The 
cavalry was formed on my right, 

A considerable halt was necessary to enable the rear to struggle through 
the heavy ground, and close up, for I was aware that I was liable to attack 
rom the north, as well as from the enemy in front. 

Observing the approach of the Allied columns to the d'rect attack of the 
entrenchment upon the causeway, and perceiving the enemy in great force, 
both in that entrenchment and in front of the village of Sin-ho, I marched 
directly towards them, taking their position in flank, and threatening their 
line of retreat, 

On arriving within 1,500 yards Milward’s Armstrong guns opened on the 


‘enemy. These were the first shots fired with that weapon in war, and the 


range and accuracy of their fire excited the admiration of the force, The 
‘Tartar horsemen were surprised by the fire, but not shaken. After some 
hesitation they streamed out in a long line through a passage across the 
marth which separated us, and forming with great regularity and quickness, 
enveloped my force in a great circle of skirmishers. The northern portion 
formed by the eavalry, known to be in that direction, who hitherto kept out 
of sight, seemed suddenly to rise in position from the plain, 


As soon as the enemy's movements were clearly defined I sent to Briv- 
gadier Postle, commanding the cavalry, directing him to detach » troop to 
protect my right rear, and to take the opportunity to charge which the enemy. 
40 boldly offered him, 

T then had the satisfaction of seeing the admirable charge of my cavalry,, 
by which the Tartar horde in front of them was driven from the field in. 
disorder. Milward’s battery bad continued to play upon the enemy as long. 
as it was possible to do so without injury to our advancing cavalry. 

About this time Stirling’s halébattery, which, being unable to follow the 
movements of cavalry in such heary ground, had been left with an escort of 
thirty of Fane's Horse, under Lieut. Macgregor, was charged by a body of. 
Tartar cavalry of very superior numbers. Lieut, Macgregor gallantly led hig 
small party against the enemy and defeated them, many ‘l'artars being killed,, 
and Lieut, Macgregor and many of his men being severely wounded, 

Whilst this was going on, my attention had been diverted from my right 
front to a large party of Tartass, who were steadily approaching the Bufis, 
on the left front, apparently regardless of the fire of two of Milward’s guns, 
under Lieutenant Harvey, of the Rifles, of the advanced guard, and of Bol 
ton’s rockets. They advanced to within 450 yards, and bore untlinchingly 
for a considerable time such a fire as would have tried any troops in the: 
world. ‘Ihe 4th Brigade, under Brigadier Reeves, being similarly attacked 
at the same time, replied with a steady fire, which did considerable 
execution. 

At length the courageous endurance of the enemy began to give way, and. 
they fled from the field with precipitation, 

I then advanced my force towarda the western end of the village of Sin- 
ho, and joined the allied columns, Edn 

At no time throughout the day had we am opportunity of coming into 
contact with the enemy’s infantry. . 

Trusting that the objects intended by his Excellency have been carried 
out by the force under my command, I beg to bring to his notice the excels, 
lent conduct and discipline of the troopsof all arms, during a very trying day. 

Tam much indebted to the brigadiers commanding the several brigades of 
cavalry and of infantry, and to the officer commanding the field artillery, all 
of whom performed the duties entrusted to them to my entire satisfaction, 

Ireceived the most valuable assistance from my divisional and personal 
staff, whose labours were unremitting. 

I beg to subjoin a list of otticers, whom I desire earnestly to recommend 
to his Excellency’s favourable consideration.—I have, &c.,

THE FRENCH DESPATCHES. 

The Aoniteur publishes a series of despatches giving details 
of the proceedings against the Chinese. The general command- 
ing the French troops in China has addressed the following 
report to the Minister of War :— 

| Headquarters, Sin-ho, August 18. 7% 

Monsieur le Marechal,—I have the honour to address you the following 
account of the operations of the 14th :—The Allied army left Pehtang on 
the 12th, and after having repulsed the cavalry of the enemy, and driven 
their infantry from the entrenched positions which it occupied around Sin-ho, 
installed itself the same evening in the vicinity of this village, which is situn 
ated above all the defences of the lett bank of the Peiho, The same day a 
Teconnoissance on # road from Sin-ho made known to me that there was at 
about three miles below a large entrenched camp situated around the village 
of Tangku, and strongly defended both by natural obstacles and forces of 
infantry and artillery, This camp, which rested on the Peiho, could only be: 
reached by two ways; one the road followed on the 12th, and of which the 
sides drowned, so to speak, by lagoons, did not allow any deploying of artil. 
lery or infantry ; and the other, which was adopted by the English generals 
in-chief and myself for our principal and common line of operations, was the. 
left bank ot the Peiho itself. This ground was cut by numerous canals, 
which presented difficulties to our march, but these difficulties were overcome 
by the ever zealous and intelligent co-operation of the engineers, artillery, 
and pontooneers. It thus became possible to approach near enough to the 
trenchments to develope the batteries of the two armies, open an efficacious: 
fire, destroy great part of the defences of the enemy, and send against them 
the columns of assault which, supported by the bulk of our forces, were to 
carry the works. Such was the plan adopted, and in the morning of the 14th 
the two armies moved in the following order :—The English army, supporting 
its right on the Peiho, descended parallel to the river, whilst the two bragadeg, 
of Generals Jamin and Collineau, in close columns and at half distance for 
deploying, marched on its left and on the same line, All the infantry 
was preceded by artillery, which had on this occasion to engage first in the. 
action ; and the artillery was covered and supported, particularly on the 
left, by an advanced guard of infantry, consisting of a company of engi- 
neers, 200 marines, and two companies of riflemen. The ground which 
we had to go over was less firm than that assigned to our allies, but 
the march of the army nevertheless was not delayed. About eight o'clock 
the two batt-ries of 4, and the section of rocketmen deploying to the 
left of the English pieces, opened fire with them at about 1,500 metres 
(1,640 yards), from the entrenchments, The precision of the fire, in spite 
of the very vigorous, but fortunately ill-directed, reply of the enemy, soon 
produced the effect of allowing Colonel de Bentzman'’s column to approach 
their line by a movement in advance by demi-batteries. The battery of 
mountain howitzers entered in line as soon as the shortened distance ren- 
dered its fire efficacious. In the meantime our masses of infantry were 
kept at a distance, and I caused to be executed on our extreme left, on 
the Toad indi-ated above, a diversion by two pieces of four, supported by 
the 2nd battalion of marines, These two pieces were to maintain them- 
selves on a line with the left of the army, and were to destroy the de- 
fences situited at the extremity of the road which it was following, that 
point having becn recognised as that to which the column of assault was 
to proceed. The artillery approached to within 400 metres (437 yards), 














under a fire which diminished by degrees. Most of the enemy projece 
tiles passed above it, and fell in empty space in advance of our infantry, 
which was then deployed in massed battalions. At about nine o'c'ock the fire 
ofthe Chinese was almost extinguished, with the exception of that 
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from some embrasures at their extreme right. which fired on our 
left, The moment had arrived, and after coming to an understaxd- 
ing with General Grant, J, approaching all my infantry by a 
movement in advance, gave orders to Lieut.-Colonel Schmitz, chief of my 
general staff, to form the troops of the advanced guard in columns of assault, 
and at their head to carry the enemy's entrenchments. This superior 
officer, thongh at the time rather seriously unwell, acquitted himself of his 
mission with remarkable energy. The company of Engineers, followed by 
coolies, carrying the ladders, the two companies of debarkation, Commandant 
Tauréquiberry ; the 7th and 8th Companies of the 2nd battalion of Chas- 
seurs, Commanders de La Poterie, next reached the edge of the counterscarp, 
through a rather sharp fire of musketry. Lieutenant-Colonel Schmitz leaped 
into the ditch, full of water, followed by Captains Chanoine and Querrier, of 
the general staff, and Captains Paillot and Etienne, of the 2nd Battalion of 
Foot Chasseurs. He was the first to reach the top of the parapet and plant 
the national flag there in the sight of the wholearmy. He called the troops 
to him ; they rushed into the interior of the works in pursuit of the de- 
fenders, now flying in disorder. At the same moment an English column 
had entered by another point, and the entrenched camp was in our power. 
A bridge thrown over the ditch soon enabled the other troops to complete 
the occupation, and the pursuit, though obstructed by the numerous canals 
intersecting the interior of the camp in all directions, continued to beyond 
the opposite side. At this moment, after conferring with General Grant, 
‘we determined to stop. A great number of dead left on the spot where they 
ihad fallen, about 100 more found in the deserted houses of the village, and 
the bodies of several mandarins of high rank who had cut their own throa3s 
when their troops took to flight, proved that the enemy’s losses were 
considerable, and bore witness to the destruction baat our rifled 
artillery, As to ourselves, the list annexed to this report will inform your 
Excellency that—thanks to the superiority of our fire and the impetuosity of 
our troops—this important success has not been too dearly bought. Fifteen 
Pieces of bronze cannon, besides » great number of guns of very small 
calibre, have fallen into our hands. The enemy in their flight also left so 
many flags behind that I merely had them struck down, without thinking it 
worth while to remove them to my camp. I have the honour to address 
you by this mail a copy of the general order, No.85. Your Excellency 
‘will there find the names of the officers and soldiers who distinguished them- 
selves under my eyes in this brilliant action, and whom I have thought 
to mention in the order of the army. Colonel de Bentzman, com- 
manding the artillery, seconded by Colonel Foullon Grandchamp, directed 
his batteries with a vigour and precision above all praise.—Accept, &c., 
C. pp Moxtausan, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Expeditionary Army in Chins. 
Camp of Sin-ho, Aug. 24. 
Monsieur le Marechal,—I have had’ the honour of addressing to your ex- 
cellency the report on the occupation of the right bank of the Peiho, which 
‘was effected on the 18th August by the troops of the lst prigade (2nd_bat- 
talion of Foot Chasseurs and the Ist battalion of the 102nd of the line). On 
the 20th General Jamin, by my order, made a reconnoissance for the pur- 
pose of examining the defiles in advance of his front, He soon met with 
works strongly occupied, and was obliged to halt before a fire of heavy 
artillery. It then appeared evident to me that on both banks it would be 
impossible to reach the forts without first carrying a large entrenched camp 
similar to that of Tangku, which we took on the 14th. From this moment 
the arrangement of the whole of the Chinese works was well known to me. 
On each bank, at the month of the Peiho, was an enormous fort commanding 
the sea and the approaches to the atockades; further up was another fort 
covering the fire of the former, and raking the river ; and, lastly, for the pur- 
pose of protecting the whole line of defences, was a vast entrenched camp, 
situated at the extremity of the mainland and of the lagoons, The position 
of General Jamin’s brigade covered. my point of passage, and had the effect 
of threatening the only line which remained to the enemy. In accord with 
General Sir Hope Grant, I ordered the works of the bridge, which we were 
constracting in common, to he expedited as much as possible, but as, in con- 
sequence of the breadth of the river, which is in this place 260 yards, some 
days would be necessary to complete this bridge, it was decided that we 
should profit by thie delay to attack the nearest fort of Tangku, on 
the left bank. The gunboats of the two fleets were at the same time to 
cover with their long-range guns the fire of the fort on the left bank below 
that which we intended to attack. The English brigade of Sir Robert 
Napier and that of General Collineau were designated for this operation, 
which was fixed for the 2lat. General Collineau went to bivouac in the 
camp of Tangku in the evening of the 20th with a company of engineers, 
the Ist battalion of the 102nd of the line, and two battalions of marines, A 
battery of twelve rifled guus, a detachment of pontooneers, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Grandchamps, and a section of field hospitals were to join 
him at daybreak. ‘This general immediately placed himself in communica- 
tion with General Napier, who had taken a position in advance of Tangku, 
and had sheltered his siege materiel behind an epaulement, It was decided 
between them that in the attack of the following day the French troops 
should occupy the right of the English. In the morning of the 21st Col- 
lineau’s brigade debouched on the field of operations, which pdss through 
the swampy grounds extending in advance of Tangku. The company of 
engineers had prepared this march by filling up during the night a cutting 
in the road on the right. At daybreak the enemy’s torts opened fire on 
the English artillery. General Collineau made the following arrange- 
ments :—Two pieces joining their fire to that of the English siege pieces, 
were directed against the forts attacked ; the four other pieces placed on the 
banks of the river commenced a counter fire on the batteries of the forts of 
the right bank, the fire from which took us en u‘écharpe. The 1st battalion 
of the 102nd (Colonel O'Malley), and the Ist battalion of marines (Colonel 
de Vassoigne), were deployed in the rear, and sheltered by abend in the 
ground. ‘The Qnd battalion of marines (Commandant Domenech Diego) 
Yemained in reserve at Tangku. Towards seven o'clock a formidable ex- 
plosion took place in the fort which we were attacking. General Col- 
lineau immediately caused three companies of the 102nd to advance, which 
took up a position behind a little epaulement at about 300 metres from the 
countersearp, The fire of our artillery then redoubled its intensity. At 
about half-past seven an explosion more terrible than the first greatly damaged 
the second furt on the le(t bank. However, the fire from the forts on the 














right annoyed us exceedingly, and the English pieces of twelve and two 
English howitzers were brought on the line of the most advanced troops, and 
directed against them. ‘The decisive moment approached. Captain Leser- 
geant-d’Hendecourt, aide-de-camp to General Collineau, was sent by him to 
Teconnoitre the obstacles ; they consisted of three fosses full of water, tra- 
versing a muddy soil, and only to be reached by two slippery roads, about. 
two yards wide. The interval between the last two fosses, and the foot of 
the ramparts where the fire of our artillery had not been able to make a 
breach, was covered with accessory defences of all kinds. By common accord 
Generals Collineau and Napier sent forward their columns of assault, The 
light company of the 102nd advanced, whilst coolies, carrying ladders under 
the direction of a section of engineers, commanded by Captain Bovet, marched 
towards the couuterscarp. The 4th Company of the Ist Battalion of the 
102nd followed close on the Light Company, and Colonel O'Malley took the 
command of that column. However, the fire of musketry caused us rather 
serious losses ; the coolies, of whom several were struck, were unwilling to 
advance, and a new section of Engineers had to carry forward the ladders 
abandoned by them. Thanks to the skill and activity of the Engineers and. 
the intrepidity of our soldiers, the obstacles were soon surmounted, and the 
ladders raised against the rampart. On the instant General Collinean sent 
@ supporting column, composed of three companies of infantry of marine. 
Then occurred one of those memorable struggles which it is very difficult to- 
describe. On one side some men of the 102nd, ando the marine infantry, 
mounting the ladders, one by one, bayonet in hand ; on the other an enemy 
fighting desperately with muskets, pikes, arrows, and rolling cannon 
balls from the top of the wall. ‘The French flag was 
planted on the summit by Drummer Fachard, of the 4th company, lat 
battalion of the 102nd, one of the first arrived, and who supported an 
heroic struggle. Colonel O’Malley, Chef de Bataillon Testard, of the marine 
infantry ; Chef d’Escadron Campenon, sent by General Collineau soon after 
the commencement of the action to urge on the movement; Lieutenant Rou- 
vier, of the navy, commanding the coolies ; Lieut.Colonel Dupin, of the ge- 
neral staff, who had claimed the honour of marching with the storming 
column, drew our soldiers after them. ‘The energy of the troops overbore all \ 


resistance ; they entered the work, and then a fresh struggle commenced on , 


that ground, which the enemy defended inch by inch with indescribable 
desperation, At last the fort was taken ; the English also entered on their 
side; the enemy rushed towards all the issues, throwing themselves from 
the embrasures into the ditches, and making for the second fort, under a 
storm of shot which strewed the ground with their dead and wounded. 
But ourlosses were heavy and painful, Lieutenant Grandpeirier, of the 
Voltigeurs of the 102nd, Quartermaster Blanquet du Chayla, attached to the 
corps of the coolies, were killed; and Lieutenants ie and Porte, 
Adjutant Lunet, of the 102nd, were severely wounded. Out of eight officers + 
of the 102nd, two only were spared by the fire; the company of Voltigeurs \ 
alone counts 62 men killed and wounded. Commandant Testard, before en- 
tering the fort, was covered with lance wounds and contusions, besides hav- 
ing been knocked backwards by a cannon ball thrown down on his head. 
Although leaving to Gen. Collineau the command which I had entrusted him, 

I was present through the whole affair, and was able to observe all its de- 
tails. sole taking of this first fort was a complete victory, but it was scarcely 
nine o'clock in the morning, and I had to ascertain if great consequences could 
not be derived from the success we had obtained. I therefore entered the fort 

to concert with General Grant, At that moment the fire from the right 
bank, which had so much diequieted us in the morning, had completely 
ceased, and white flags were displayed from all the enemy's works. Bearers 
of flags of truce presented themselves, demanding to communicate with the 
ambassadors. General Grant and myself told them that at two o'clock 
precisely, unless complete submission were made, hostilities would recom. 
mence. I took advantage of this delay to give repose to our troops. I had 
given orders to Colonel de Bentzman to bring up immediately the two batte- 
Ties of four, the second battery of twelve, and the section of rocketmen. The 
fours were to be directed on the second fort of the left bank, which became 
the new object of ourattack ; the twelves and the rocketmen were to deploy 
on the banks of the Peiho, in such a way as to attack in counter-battery 
the great fort on the right bank, the batteries of which could take our 
columns in flank. At two o'clock precisely General Collineau advanced on 
the second fort, leaving in reserve the troops which had been engaged in the 
morning, whilet the artillery deployed kept itself in readiness to open fire. 
He arrived with his troops at the brink of the fosse without receiring a 
single shot. ‘The obstacles were crossed by means of ladders, the rampart 
was escaladed, the marines penetrated by a postern aituated on the very 
bank of the river, and our two columns met in the interior of the fort, press- 
ing between them a garrison of 3,000 men, who had thrown down their 
arms and seemed plunged in stupor. This second fort, like the first, was 
armed with formidable artillery, and had on its walls pieces of enormous 
calibre, This new success gave the measure of the demoralisation of the 
enemy. Chef d’Escadron Campenon and Captain de Cools were at this 
moment engaged in collecting the means of crossing, and had seized a junk. 

I ordered them to cross to the right bank with some Engiish officers, charged. 
with a similar mission by General Sic Hope Grant, and to summon the Vice- 
roy of Petcheli to immediately abandon all the defences of the Peiho, On 
reaching the opposite shore these officers attempted to enter the first fort, but 
were prevented bya military manderin, who ordered the drawbridge to be raised 
before them. At this moment another mandarin, bearing despatches for the 
Allied generals, presented himself to them. These despatches, immediately 
opened and translated by Mr, Parkes, of the English army, offered to abandon 

to the Allies the forts taken in the morning, and the opening of the Peiho to the 
squadrons, but reserving to the Chinese the forts and works on the right 
bank. These proposals were rejected, and the French and English oiticers 
resolved to go and see the Viceroy in his yamoun at Ta-kou, They were 
well received by him, and a very long conference ensued with the Viceroy, 
who appeared at first immovable. At eight in the evening only the Viceroy 
yielded, and handed to the officers addressed by him to the commanders-in- 
chief of the Allied armies the act of capitulation, in which he gave up all the 
forts and entrenched camps on the two banks of the Peiho, with all their 
materiel of war, and left tree access to the river. The next moming, at day~ 
break, this doctment was in our hands ; but the evening before companies 
of our marine infantry and some English companies had landed on the right 
bank, the defences of which had been evacuated in the utmost disorder by 
the Tartar troops.

The 
Artillery, which had so important a part to play, has been what it has shown 
itself everywhere. The Engineers zealously accomplished the ditticult task 
imposed on them. The service of the field hospitals was above all praise, as 
well for the care bestowed on the sick in our hospitals as for the first assist- 
‘ance afforded to the wounded on the field of battle. I annex to this report 
the lists of killed and wounded, the returns of the cannon taken in the forts, 
the General Order No. 91, relative to the affair of the 21st; and I at the 
same time address to your Excellency recommendations for promotion, to 
which I pray you to call the gracious notice of his Majesty the Emperor.

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The Minister of Marine has received the following despatches 
from Vice Admiral Charner, who commands the French naval 


forces in China :-— 
On board the dlarme, in the Peiho, August 23. 
Monsieur le Ministre,— As I have had the honour to inform your Excellency 
‘ina preceding report the progress of the expedition, from its departure from the 
banks of the Pehtang, has been a series of successes. After everywhere repulsing 
the enemy, it arrived on the 18th under the walls of the forts established 
on the north bank of the Peiho; when I received notice that the allied 
armies would in the moming attack those formidable positions where the 
Chinese had for some time before collected all their means of defence, 
Feeling certain that the navy at the decisive moment could effectually co- 
operate in this attack, I had some days before sought out the best position 
from which our gunbecats could batter the forts without interfering with the 
movements of the assaulting columns. The point which appeared to me 
best calculated for this purpose was situated on the le‘t bauk of the Peiho, 
but it was only accessible to craft of very slight draft of water, such as our 
small iron gunboats. [had four of them at my disposal, and in the after- 
noon of the 20th I gave orders for them to anchor on the banks of soft 
mud at the point which had been previously fixed on. Rear-Admiral Page 
took the command of them, I proceeded at the same time with the larger 
gunboits towards the mouth of the Peiho, and at six o'clock in the evening 
anchored within the bar of the river, at about a mile from the southern 
ports, We were not disturbed in these different movements by the guns of 
the forts; but about half-past nine the Chinese threw some fire-balls at our 
vessels, which, however, did not reach them, but exploded at a short dis- 
tance off. At five o'clock in the morning of the 2Ist the allied armies com- 
menced their movements against the inner northern fort, and the gunbeats, 
under the command of Rear Admiral Page, opened their fire against the 
fort nearer the shore, and continued it with good effect during theaction, which 
lasted about six hours, At low water the gunboats were completely aground, 
and their fire, far from being impeded, improved in precision. ‘The fire of 
these boats contributed to the success of the day, not only by the direct 
attack on the forts, but in clearing several points of the plain over which 
the armies advanced. The rifled cannon caused terrible ravages in the 
{ works of the Chinese fortifications, Four English gunboats took part 
with us in this bombardment. At seven o'clock a loud explosion was 
head, and the dense mass of smoke which followed showed that one of 
the principal forts on the side of the plain had been blown up. Tais 
explosion was soon followed by another, which took p'ace about nine 
o'clock, and caused the destruction of one of the fortified points of the 
coast. This was caused by one of the balls from our gunboats. The 
enemy, alarmed by these successive explosions, and pressed on the land 
side by the allied armies, which surrounded all the positions, and exposed 
to the constant fire of the gunboats, no longer endeavoured to prolong 
their resistance. About eleven o'clock a flag of truce was hoisted on all 
the forts and the Chinese demanded 1o capitulate, offering to give up 
their positions into the hands of the commanders-in-chief. On this day 
our troops and our crews were full of ardour and energy ; those of our 
worthy allies and their vessels rivalled with ours, and the most perfect 
accord has never ceased to reign between the forces of the two nations 
united for the same cause. In the evening of the same day the destruc- 
tion of the stockades and other obstacles which impeded the navigation 
was commenced, and on the 22nd at nine o'clock in the morning, a pas- 
sage was made wide enough to permit small vessels to come up and put them- 
selves in communication with the head-quarters of Sin-ho. The stockades 
feonstructed by the Chinese at the mouth of the Peiho are worthy of des- 
cription, They were six in number. There was first a row of strong 
wooden posts outside the forts; then a double row of iron spikes of 
great weight driven deep into the ground, and at low water only showing 
their sharp points. Some of these pieces of iron, which were of the size of 
‘ an anchor-stock, must weigh as much as from 15 to 20 tons, A third 
atockade was formed of floating cylinders, joined together and fastened to 
the banks by strong chains; the fourth was in every respect similar in form 
. to the second, but composed of slighter materials ; and, lastly, the other two 
‘were composed of a number of beams of wood, united by chains and cables, 
and fixed to the two banks of the river.— Accept, &c. CHARNER, 
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A second despatch from the samo’is dated on board the 
Alarme, Tien-tsin, 25th :— 

On the 23rd, about ten o'clock in the morning, at the moment when the, 
tide favoured, I entered the Peiho with the gunboats Alarmeand Matraille 
and two small iron ones preceded by some hours by Admiral Hope, who also 
left with four or five of bis small vessels. The river, which in many places is 
Very narrow, very winding, and of difficult navigation for vessels of a certain 
size and of the draught of water of our large gunboate, retarded my progress, 
and in spite of all my efforts I only arrived on the morning of the following 
day at the part of the river at the foot of Ticn-tsin, The mandarins and 








should be placed under the protection of the Allies, who took possession of 
the town in the name of France and England, and hoisted their flags on the 
principal edifice. A proclamation from each of the admirals was also posted 
up on the walls of the town, recommending the inhabitants to be peaceable, 
and promising that their persons and property should be respected. Accord- 
ing to the information which I have been able to obtain, the feeling of the 
people of Tien-tsin does not appear hostile to us. A body of 1,800 men, 
composed half of French and half of English troops, sufficed to maintain 
security, and place our position out of danger from any attempt in case the 
Chinese Government should commence fresh ostilitiens Accept &e.

Salutes have been fired from the principal forts in honour of 
the victory at the Peiho. 

Rumours were circulated at the head-quarters of the Royal 
Marines, on the 8th, to the effect that the battalion now serving 
in China would embark at Hong Kong for England on the 1st 
of October. 

We believe, says the Army and Navy Guzctte, that the earliest 
opportunity will be taken of advancing Lieutenant Rogers, 44th 
Regiment, and Lieutenant Burslem, 6vth Regiment, to the rank 
of Captain, and Ensign Chaplain to that of Lieutenant, fur tho 
gallant conduct exhibited by these officers in the attack on the 
Taku forts. Although they have been recommended for the 
Victoria Cross, we understand that the formal recommendation 
which must precede its bestowal has not yet been received in 
England. 

Captain James J. M‘Cleverty, C.B. (1848), now in command 
of the Cambrian frigate on the China station, has been ap- 
pointed to receive the Captain’s Good Service Pension, vacant 
by the promotion of Captain Massie. 

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette has called attention{to 
the booty money accruing on the capture of Canton.

‘The Indian Council are not apparently in want of money just 
at present. But it is hardly likely they can pull through the 
financial year without assistance. Meanwhile, rupee paper is 
Jower, and is saleable only to the banks. The Five per Cents. 
are at 95 to }, and the Five and a-Half per Cents. at 101 to 4. 

The Board of Trade returns for September show that the de- 
clared value of the effects for the nine months is greater by 
3,687,035 than during the nine months of 1859, and by 
£5,988,754 than during the nine months of 1858. The tables 
are very imperfect in their details respecting the exports to 
China ; but so far as they go they show a satisfactory increase. 
A statement will be found below.

Hunter, associated with him Mr. Robert Ooulson, of Singapore, to aid in the 
general management, engaged 40 Chinese artisans and miners, and arranged 
that a confidential bookkeeper from their own establishment should take 
charge of the company’s accounts. 

“ Having chartered a fast brig to convey the party to Labuan (distant from 
Singapore 700 miles), Mr. Harrison, one of their partners, was kind enough 
to accompany the expedition to see all in order, and which wouldstart within 
one week from Mr. Hunter's arrival, 

“The arrangement with Mr. Coulson has the cordial approval of the 
Board, as he has had great experience in the management of native labour, 
having for years superintended coal mines in the East, and has a practical 
knowledge of Labuan, having resided there and worked the coal seams. 

“Mr, Harrison informs the directors that he will be able to forward full 
reports on the mines from himself and Mr. Hunter by the mail of the 
29th of November, pending which the directors have great sntisfaction in 
finding that all the preliminary operations have been so promptly and judi- 
ciously undertaken.

per lb, Fair to good flavoury kinds were at one time saleable, at 4d. to 1d. 
per Ib. advance ; but they are not difficult of sale at last month's prices. In 
common to fair Hohows and Ningchows considerable purchases were made 
from 1s. 5d, to 1s. 64d. per Ib.; but they have become difficult of sale at 
reduced prices, In second-class monings and wopaks, also, the advance at 
one time obtainable has been lost. In fine monings transactions have been 
trifling.
